When the glass is three 
thousandths of an inch thick she 
can call the color correctly, but she 
cannot do this when the glass is as 
much as a 16th of an inch thick. 

Temperature apparently plays an 
important part in Mrs. Stanley’s 
ability. When it falls below 75 de- 
grees Fahrenheit her ability to iden- 
tify colors drops to no better than 
chance. Likewise, when her fingers 
and the color samples were put into 
warm water (91 degrees F.) her 
ability disappears. 

Dr. Youts and his colleagues 
are fascinated by the possibility that 
Pat’s ability may exist in, or be 
taught to, others. Dr. Youtz has 
now extended his research to test- 
ing 125 Barnard psychology stu- 
dents to see if they can distinguish 
* colors to any degree with their fin*' 
gertips. Preliminary tests suggest 
that some five to 15 per cent of 
these students can do so. In these 
tests, being done in January, 1964, 
the girls are given three plastic-cov- 
ered color samples. Their hands are 
inside the light-proof experimental 
box. Two of the cards are the same 
color and the third is different. 
They are asked to pick the different 
4 color. Some girls have demonstrated 
gl, some ability during the preliminary 
tests, Dr. Youtz saidr Girls with 
t, ability are encouraged to practice.

During all this time Pat Stanley 
had given no thought to the odd 
science experiment and her husband 
and their four growing sons had no 
idea that she possessed this unusual 
ability.

At first Mrs. Stanley was reticent 
about exploring with him the fan- 
tastic mystery of her tactile color 
sense. She felt she might not be 
able to duplicate her unlikely feat. 
But finally she gave in to Dr.

"I didn’t want to do anything 
noteworthy just for myself,” she 
told John David, reporter for the 
Flint Journal, whose story appeared 
December 5, 1963. “I really didn't 
want to go through all this. But Dr. 
Youtz convinced me that we were 
working in the sincere interest of 
science and education.” 

Another thought influenced Pa- 
tricia Stanley. If the causes of her 
remarkable ability were determined 
it might eventually be used to help 
the blind to "see". 


Dr. Youtz has made a number 
of visits to Flint, staying variously 
for a few days to two or three 
weeks. The experiments have been 
conducted at the Stanley home, 
some of them in the presence of Dr. 
Donald DeGraaf, professor of ph\> 
ics at Flint College, of the Univer. 
sity of Michigan. Dr. Youtz brought 
special equipment with him. He 
used a light-tight plywood box 
painted black inside and out. Lead- 
ing out of the front panel of the 
box are two black velveteen arm* 
holes, of double thickness, with 
elastic at the wrists. Mrs. Stanley’s 
arms fit into these sleeves during 
the tests. 

Three specially designed cards 
were inserted into the box through 
a door in the back for one test. A 
red square was pictured on one of 
the cards, while the other two had 
blue squares. Transparent plastic 
covered the cards to keep their tex- 
ture uniform and the .edges were 
securely bound with heavy black 
tape. Dir. Youtz instructed Mrs. 
Stanley to select two cards of iden- 
tical color and name that color. 
She picked the cards, fingered the 
surfaces, and said that the two 
she indicated were blue. This was 
by no means happenstance, for Mrs. 
Stanley accomplished this feat five 
consecutive times.

C ERTAINLY the most ominous- 
ly correct prediction of the as- 
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sassination of President Kennedy 
was that of Mrs, Jeane Dixon of 
Washington, ‘D. C. Her prediction 
was reprinted in the October issue 
of Fate in the excerpt from Jess 
Steam’s book The Door to the Fu- 
ture , and was discussed in March 
Fate. Since then, more information 
t on Mrs. Dixon and the circum- 
stances of her predictions have be- 
come known. 

In Washington, Jack Anderson, 


of Parade recalled that he had In- 
terviewed Mrs. Dixon eight years 
before and had published a predic- 
tion by her in the May 13, 1956 
issue. “As for the I960 election,” 
he wrote, “Mrs. Dixon thinks it 
will be won by a Democrat.

John Gold, Washington corre-

O NE OF THE saddest of the 
premonitions of President Ken- 
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nedy’s death came from Ricky E. 
McDowell, 8, who lay in Doctor's 
Hospital, Columbus, Ohio, dying of 
leukemia. Ricky had been in a 
semi-coma for 48 hours prior to the 
assassination. 

He woke about 7:00 A. M. on 
November 22 to find his mother 
Betty by his side. He told her a 
strange story. He dreamed, he said, 
that President Kennedy had died. 

Mrs. McDowell assured Ricky 
that the President was well and 
alive— and so he was for a few more 
hours. Ricky himself died Decem- 
ber 28 without ever being told how 
accurate his dream had been. 

Because of the 20-year intervals

Reports from people seeing this 
creature come most frequently after 
a heavy snowfall.

in the skies. It is either (a) a gal* 
axy 100 times bigger than any other 
known galaxy and millions of light 
years away from earth, or (b) it is 
a smaller star quite close to earth 
but so dense that a cubic inch would 
weigh tens of millions of tons or 
(c) it is matter being explosively 
ejected from some star in the Milky 
Way. 

2. A new method of rocket as* 
tronomy has revealed what seems 
to be a “neutron” star. So far neu- 
tron stars have only 'been postul- 
ated — Dr. Hong-Yee Chiu of 
NASA estimates there are 100 mil- 
lion such objects in our galaxy. 
However, they are so small as to 
be all but impossible to see since 
they would be only five or 10 miles 
in diameter. Such a neutron star, 
however, would weigh as much as 
our entire sun. This densely packed 
material would have the unimag- 
inable weight of 10 to 100 billion 
tons per cubic inch. Confirmation 
that neutron stars really exist would 
confirm the abilities of rockets to 
observe strange things in space. 

3. More speculation now has 
been printed on the nine recently 
discovered enormous but unidenti- 
fied objects mentioned here recent- 
ly which seem to be billions of 
times brighter than average stars. 
Old photographs have been stud- 
ied and It now appears that one 
such object, 3C-273, may be as- 


much as 3,000 light years wide, yet 
it seems to pulse on a 13-year cycle. 
Question: how can anything so big 
pulse in intervals shorter than the 
time for light to cross it? 

In our own galaxy no stars ap- 
pear to be more than 65 times as 
heavy as our sun and it has been 
suggested that anything larger 
would break up. Another proposal is 
that such a star might collapse in 
upon itself, producing a mass so 
small and condensed that its grav- 
ity might not permit anything to 
escape from it — not even rays of 
light or radio waves. Then the ob- 
ject could be detected only by its 
gravitation effect on other bodies. 

The distances from earth of many 
of these huge bodies in space that 
seem to be speeding away at enor- 
mous velocities — as much as 55 
per cent of the speed .of light- 
are estimated by the .red shift— 
that is, the shift of tlieir light to- 
‘ ward the red end of the spectrum. 
It has been suggested however, that 
the red shift may be due to an ex- 
tremely powerful effect of gravity 
rather than to speed. If that should 
be true, the objects thought to be 
billions of light years distant really 
may not be far away at all. •

$1,500. He said the arrangements would be $500 down and $1,000 
When the "Job was done." As an alternate plan, WASS stated 
LATTIMER informed him he could get someone else to "do the Job" 
for $2,000, $500 being paid down and $1,500 When COLLETTI had 
been removed.

Mrs. Berry stated she wonted to^call certain 
activities of her husband, Lewis Edvrard'^erry, Jr., whom 
she is divorcing, to the attention of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation. She stated Berry is mentally disturbed

Mrs. Berry advised that at the outset she wanted 7 
to point out that she has been hospitalized in the past 
for psychiatric treatment following the loss of a child. 

She stated that after taking treatments for 6 or 8 months 
she has completely recovered, 

Mrs /Berry stated that her husband made a state- 
ment to B113C Ruder sdorf, who resides on Hawthorne Street 
(possibly 'Identical with William M./Rudersdorf , 215 Hawthorne), 
to the effect that in the event Robert Kennedy is elected /// * 
as Vice President in 1964 it will not be necessary to find 
another Oswald for he would be it. This statement was made 
about the last week in May, 1964. 

Mrs. Berry advised that on June 19 > 1964, Bill 
Rudersdorf told her that Lewis Berry had either asked him 
to get for Berry a book on explosives or to get some 
explosives. She stated she did not recall exactly which 
he asked for at this time. She explained that Lewis Berry 
had a book on explosives and since she cannot find it in 
the house she believes he has it with him.

*f According to Mrs. Berry, Lewis Berry has a loocely 

knit group which he is trying to further organize to carry 
out various acts of violence. He has told her that some 
of this group will go to Cuba to "get Castro.” He has 
pointed out that if Senator Goldwater is not elected in 
1964 there will be riots in the streets in this country 
Just like in Hungary. This group, as far as she knows, 
has no name at presents She has heard her husband and 
others talk of the Jf Minute Men" organization which she 
understands is an extremely right wing group but she does 
not believe Berry’s group is associated with this organization, 
During the last three or four months, Lewis Berry has not 
discussed these matters in her presence since he does not 
now trust her. He appears, however, to be getting more 
violent in his nature. 

/ . During the 1963-1964 school year, Lewis Berry 

wa^Tresident of the Young Republicans g^^KS^UoIvefsity 
of Houston. He is now a Precinct Judge/T/di-- th/r Republican 
'Tarty and was a delegate to the Republican r sMte cojw/ention 
which was Just held in Dallas, Texas. 'Mrs^'^rog^tidvised 
that she was also a delegate to this convention but her 
husband would not allow her to attend. He has stated he 
has a Job to do in politics and will not let anything stand 
in his way. He stated^ that he was going to kill Mrs. 

Berry since she has in the past been divorced and he has 
to beawidower to further his political ambitions. Lewis 
Berry has been divorced in the past and does not want 
another divorce which could be held against him, 

Mrs. Berry further stated that her husband 
has not been working and has very little money. He sold 
some antique furniture they had to pay his expenses to 
the convention in Dallas, Texas. While in Dallas, he 
stayed with a friend of his from the University of Houston 
whose family resides in that city. This individual's name 
she could not recall but he is called the "Nazi" by his 
friends and associates at the University of Houston. The 
"Nazi” claims to have knowledge of the assassination of 
President John Fitzgerald Kennedy but she thinks this is 
only talk. Mrs. Berry stated that her husband does not 
believe in the political feelings of the "ilazi” but does use 
him for what he can get out of him. — - —

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^ Mrs. Berry advised that according to her husband 

the "Nazi" claims that there is a group of "right wingers" 
in Dallas who paid Oswald to Kill President Kennedy. They 
also paid Jack Ruby to Kill Oswald. The "Nazi" claims 
H. Lr Hunt of Dallas is involved and that Oswald was hired due 
to his communist connections since this would throw 
suspicion off of this group. Mrs. Berry advised that her 
husband is cultivating the "Nazi" to get an entree' into this 
wealthy group in Dallas in order to obtain financial 
backing for the revolutionary group he is organizing. 

She pointed out that Lewis Berry is a leader and organizer 
and can get followers and convince them to do anything. 

She stated she does not know the names of those who are 
members of Lewis Berry's group. She stated, however, that 
Lewis Berry has on several occasions stated that there are 
many men in Houston, Texas, who would have killed President 
Kennedy.

Mrs. Berry advised that John Killgore is a friend 
of Lewis Berry* s who may know seme thing about this group; 
however, she does not think John Killgore is a member. 

She stated that a girl named Cheryler/Beck, a student at the 
University of Houston, is a friend of Lewis Berry's who may 
be involved. Cheryle Beck was outspoken in favor of riots 
at the University of Mississippi and is extremely conservative 
Mrs. Berry advised that on June 19, 1964, Cheryle Beck 
c£me by her residence looking for Lewis Berry. Mrs. Berry 
stated there was nothing between her husband and Cheryle 
Beck other than the fact her husband used her to do 
secretarial work for his organization. 


Another individual who may be connected with 
this group, according to Mrs. Berry, is Dick Kerr, who 
has gone around Houston showing films to various groups. 

He was a close associate of Lewis Berry's although she has 
not seen him for a number of months.

TATE, B:vV 6, Wests Me Drive, telephone 
number 472-7525, advised SA f/JWNfcll’ G, POLLARD on June 12, 1964, 
that she met an Individual who ide* tilled himself as JOHN MIKE 
O'BRIEN at Campbell's Clinic, Chat * inof.ga, Tennessee, in October, 
1962. Mrs. TATE had taken her bro‘ >r, JAMES D. ffIZER, to the 
clinic for x-rays to be made* and wMle at the clinic with her 
brother, had met Q’DRJF.N through t* * eight nurse, HEJL.EN-ASHLEY.

8009 Inmate make seme comment as to something he did cot like 
about President KENNEDY; and he, ANDREWS, told him, "Dallas 
will be the last trip he makes." ANDREWS further advised that 
; a few days after this Incident his cellmate^JAMES MC RRAg^ 
who works In the Education Department, was talking TCtJ^ut a

woman who believed in Spirituality who made the prediction 
prior to the election of President KENNEDY that the Democratic 
party would win the election, but that the President elected 
would die In office. ANDREWS claimed he then Informed 
MC MURRAY that he had had a drear that President KENNEDY would 
be killed. 


ANDREWS advised that h* believes in SplrlH.al l:<e, * 

and that he had read a great deal and studied book3 i-a this 
subject since he was a small child. He further stated that 
many of the inmates In this Institution make fun of him 
when he tells them of the Information he receives in visiers. 


ANDREWS explained that he had had several visions 
a few months prior to the assassl ration of President KENNEDY 
that he would be assassinated, but the exact manner, or who 
was Involved, did not appear to him. He further, stated that ' i 
as he would have these visions during the night, he would 
get up and write them down in a notebook that he kept in his 
cell, and which ho frequently carried to the Education Depart- 
ment where he worked. At this point, ANDREWS asked If someone 
had found a page from his notebook claiming that the page on 
which. he first recorded the vision that President KENNEDY would 
be assassinated had been removed from this book. He denied 
that he had ever made a comment to any person regarding the 
death of President JOHNSON, but that he had had a vision 
that harm would come to President JOHNSON and that he had 
recorded this In his notebook. He also stated that he had 
other visions regarding JACK RUBY following the assassination 
of President KENNEDY which he had recorded.

ANDREWS advised that after he predicted the assas- 
sination of President KENNEDY and this actually occurred, he 
did not discuss his visions with other inmates • He added 
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(that he Is -constantly being tfiasc'l by Incites because of bis 
belief in' Spiritual isa. He further stated that be bed had 
visions of many things which actually came to pass. He 
could not recall the identity of rny person he had told of 
such a vision of an event which actually occurred, through 
which such prediction could be verified, 

ANDREWS advised that hr feels that President 
KENNEDY was the greatest President we have erer bad and 
that he feels President JOHNSON r?y beccoi* fcnnwa as ecen 
a greater President, He advised that te is n^t wyi» ialsd 
in Dallas, Texas; and to the best of his knowledge, he has 
never seen or net JACK RUBY or LTK HARFEY OSWALD, He 
added that the only tine he was in Dallas, Texas, was when 
he spent a night in the city Jail there se/eral years prior 
to 1961.

ANDREWS advised that at one time he felt ratter 
bitter toward police and institution authorities as he felt 'l;:- 
he was being abused and "pushed around" but that in 
years he has realized that he alore is to blame for Its - 
difficulties. Ha stated that when he is released from this 
institution, he intends to go to the hoxe of fcls brother at 
Abilene, Texas, where he Is not known, and cake a new life ; v '' v ‘:' 
for himself. V i .. . . '■/ 

JAMES w7~MC-MURRAT, inr.?te, USP, Leavenworth, Kaasax 
on June 18, 1964, advised that he had been the cellmate of 
BILLY GEORGE ANDREWS in cell B-366 for a period prior to 
about February 1964, and’ that they are both assigned to the 
Education Department of the institution where he, MC Ml'RRAY, 

/ teaches English. He added that he is aware that ANDREWS . ^ 

/ believes in 'Spiritualism and that ANDREWS had frequently 
discussed this^wlth him. He explained that although he did 
/ not believe in Spiritualism and realized that ANDREWS "reads 
a lot into Spiritualism" which really is not there, ho had 
done ANDREWS the courtesy of listening to his comments. /. • 

MC MURRAY advised that he had heard no comments •; 
made by ANDREWS predicting that either President KENNEDY or 
President JOHNSON would be assassinated. When inquiry was 
made about a conversation he may have had with ANDREWS regard-"/' 
L4ng the prediction of a woman^Spirituallst prior to the 
\/ election of President KENNEDY that thq\president elected would ^ 
die in office, he advised that such a Conversation did occur, v ;/ 
He explained that in discussing such prediction, he, MC MURRAY, 
had made the comment that it appeared that President KENNEDY 
would be elected; and in such case, it appeared that this 
woman had made a wrong prediction as Mr. KENNEDY was a very '■■■<£££. 
young and healthy man. He stated that ANDREWS made the comment,

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The record of previous addresses indicated he 
resided with his mother Iron 1959 to 1960, at 219 Hudson 
Avenue, Longview, Texas; from 1958 to 1959, at 9000 Northeast 
Union Avenue, Portland, Oregon, where, he resided alone. From 
1956 to 1958, he resided with his wife at 1313 Kings Avenue, 
Jacksonville, Florida. 

The Classification Study prepared as to ANDREWS 
in 1961 Indicates that his arrest history began in early 
1955. His present term is his second penal type commitment. 7 
He previously received a Federal sentence for two years and,-? 
six months for Transportation of a Female Interstate for m&YM 
Immoral Purposes. During this Incarceration, he served, at 
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falUluseee, Atlanta, and Springfield In Federal institutions. 
There was no adverse disciplinary action at that time; how- 
ever, his adjustment was described as marginal. 

ANDREWS was transferred, from Atlanta to Springfield 
for observation tor possible need of psychiatric attention, 
and for possible tuberculosis condition. He was further 
described as a frail individual, <tb.o complained continually 
about his present situation. He ■>«.» openly bitter toward 
the state and'fedural authorities, and society in general. 

In the medical section of the Classification Study of 1961 
under Psychiatric, information appears that there is no 
family history of mental illness. At thi3 time, there were 
no overt symptoms or manifestaticrs present to Indicate 
psychosis. 

Subsequent reports as to ANDREWS Indicate that 
he has kept a clear conduct record, and that there was no 
significant medical or psychiatric information to add to 
previous reports, other than hosp.' tallratf on for influenza. 

The examination by the Latent Fingerprint Section, * 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, of the anonymous letter and 
envelope received from the Bureau of Prisons developed one 
latent fingerprint of value on the letter and one latent 
palm print of value on the envelope. The latent fingerprint 
was found not to be identical with the fingerprints of 
BILLY GEORGE ANDREWS, FBI Number 272 695 B. 

The FBI Laboratory’s examination of the letter and* 
envelope designated as Q585 revealed the envelope measures 
approximately three and one-half inches by six, and one-half 
inches. It contains no watermark or Indented Writing. The 
/address on the envelope 'ls^hand printed in a tillack ball-point

' The typed letter in Q585 was prepared on a sheet 
of paper measuring approximately eight inches by ten and one- 
half inches. It contains no watermark or other significant 
features to indicate the source of the papor. The typewriting 
on the letter in Q585 could not be definitely classified but 
does resemble most closely an Olympia elite style of type 
spaced twelve letters per Inch. * •“ - 
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The typewriting and hand printing in Q585 were not 
identified in the Anonymous Letter File. Appropriate photo- 
graphs will be added.

At present, I am in the process of producing a documentary 
film similar in scope to our production, THE RAKING OF THE 
PRESIDENT-1960.

and is called FOUR DAYS IN NOVEMBER. 

During the course of my research, I have probably looked at 
more film than any individual on the events of those days. 
Recently, I came across a badly exposed shot, taken by an 
amateur, of the Kennedy motorcade as it passed the Book De- 
pository. In case you have not already examined this piece 
of film, I am enclosing it. - 

I am anxiously awaiting the Commission's Report in the hope 
that it will clear up certain questions I have in regard to 
our final script. 

In this regard, as an American citizen, I am disturbed by 

what I consider the unjustified and untrue statements that 

are being bandied around in the European press as regards 
the basic facts of the case. If I may offer a suggestion, 

I think it would be highly profitable in regard to a true 
understanding of this tragic event, if as many still pic- 
tures concerning the assassination could be released, which 
would validate the accuracy of the report. 

'.For example, there have been rumors in the foreign press that 
someone could have shot the President from the railroad bridge 
* that is on top of the underpass leading to Stemmons Freeway. '

"However, there are some of us who, having 
deeply involved ourselves in a study of the events 
leading up to and concerning the assassination, tend 
to disagree with this analysis. We are not sanguine 
regarding historical cover-ups. Such attitudes are 
notoriously unsuccessful and on occasion give rise to 
platforms even more shaky than the ones anticipated. 

For us, the Warren Commission Report, once rendered, 
signifies a beginning rather than an ending. 

"Your editorial mentioned Marina Oswald's 
testimony concerning Richard Nixon. Marina has now . 
changed that testimony again ; It appears she meant — 
Vice President Johnson and was confused or misquoted. 

At any rate, Marina Oswald is more to be pitied than 
censured. She has, after all, a great deal at stake. 
But to imagine her ravings as correct is to make the 
first major mistake in assessing this case. There is 
existing evidence (not yet examined by the Warren 
Commission) to exonerate Lee Oswald completely from 
any complicity in the shot on April 10th, 1963, at 
General Walker. 


"There is also interesting evidence-existing 
in regard to payment of certain bills of Lee Harvey 
Oswald by the FBI. Certain facts having to do with 
Jose Rodriguez Molinas will no doubt be omitted from 
the Warren Report. The purchase point of the 
revolver allegedly used to kill Officer Tippit will.:/;; 
NOT be stressed in the Commission report. The time 
element (this is the factor that killed Oswald) in 
regard to the assassination and the death ofTippit 
has not been directly traced out by any commission 
member. He* is one of the great answers to the entire 
terrible mystery.

Mr. Hanning said Louderailk also told him that he had a 
nervous breakdown following the death of his wife, .and, on the advice 
of his doctor, got a job doing outdoor work when he had been previously 
employed doing office work.

He listed his parents S3 Mr. and Mrs. J. (initial 
only) Loudermilk, Sr., Box 799, Arkoma, Oklahoma. He also listed 
as a friend. Miss Judy Calton, 6155 Saratoga Circle, Dallas, Texas, 
telephone No. TA 6-3087. 
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A review of Loudermilk f s medical record reflects that 
on admission he advised he had attacks of a type of dizziness with 
an associated visual disturbance. The attending physician was 
Dr. S. R. Bump as s and the consulting neurologist was Dr. James W. 
Dyll. This record reflects that tests conducted on Loudermilk 
disclosed he had many symptoms associated with dizziness. His 
neurological examination was negative and his laboratory tests 
were normal. Loudermilk was given the provisional diagnosis of 
vertigo and dizziness, probable cerebral lesion.

Reference is made to the memorandum under the above 
first caption dated June 22, 1964, at Dallas, Texas. 

On June 25, 1964,\Paul}Wletti, 4308 Tulane Street, 
Port _Arthur, .Texas, I who is owner of the Golden Cask Supper 
Club, 4940 Gulfway Drive, Port Arthur, Texas, furnished the 
following information: 

Colletti first met David Wass as a customer who 
frequented his club. He stated he also recalls Wass because 
Wass presented what later turned out to be a non-sufficient 
fund check. He called the check to the attention of the 
Port Arthur Police Department; however, Wass later made the 
check good and no complaint was filed, 

Colletti recalls that on one night during March, 

1964, Wass was seated by hfrn^elf at the bar, and also at the y 
bar was a girl named Franceb^Golden who was accompanied by a 
male 'companion. A verbal argument commenced between V/ass 
and the man accompanying Mrs, Golden. Colletti stated he 
paid little attention to the argument; however, within a 
short time one of his waiters advised him that there was a 
scuffle taking place in the men* 8 restroom. Colletti went 
to the restroom and asked that the door be opened, and when 
opened, he noticed V/ass and the male companion of Mrs, 

Golden standing Just inside the door. Colletti stated he 
did not notice any marks or bruises on V/ass but Wa3S pre- 
sented the appearance of having been shaken a bit. Colletti 
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stated he had both men go back to the bar and stop arguing. ; 
He, Colletti, returned to his office, and Vass followed him 
and proceeded to explain what had happened. Col let ti told 
Wass he was not interested in what had happened and all he 
wanted was that Wass cease arguing. Was3 at that time be- 
came very belligerent and returned to the bar and continued 
to harrass Mrs. Golden and her companion with verbal abuser.' 

Mr. Colletti stated he went to the bar and asked 
Wass to leave, and when Wass declined to do so he had him 
forcibly ejected from the club. Wass continued to return 
to the club, and it took approximately tv/elve forcible re- 
movals from the club before Colletti called the Port Arthur 
Police Department, who came and arrested Wa3S on a charge 
of disturbing the peace. 

Colletti advised that at no time did he hit or 
strike Wass and used only enough force to eject him from 
his club. 

Colletti stated that during the removal of Wass 
from his club. Was 3 threatened to sue Colletti, and on 
several occasions since this incident Wass has telephoni- 
cally contacted Colletti from Houston and stated "you are 
going to get your*s." Colletti refused to talk on one long 
distance call from Wass, and Wass is reported to have told 
the operator that “he had better talk to me or he will be 
sorry." Colletti stated in his opinion Wass was not drunk 
but appeared to have had something else besides alcohol. 

He stated he had seen people act the same as Wa3S in the 
past who had been under the influence of narcotics, Mr, 
Colletti advised that Wass' actions were very strange and 
he considered Wass to have a very serious mental problem. 

He stated he feels Wass is the type of person who some day 
may approach him, Colletti/ and attempt to take his life. 


On June 25, 1964, Detective Sergeant Ploy Phillips, 
Port Arthur Police Department, furnished the followin£s^nfor- 
mationj . ( 

Detective Phillips advised that part of his duties 
as a member of the Vice Squad of the Port Arthur Police De- 
partment was making frequent checks of local bars, clubs and 
lounges within the city. Over a period of several months in 
conducting these routine checks, he became acquainted with 
an individual by the name of David Wass who frequented some

of the bars he contacted. As a result of these contacts , , 
with Was 3 , he became "more or less Wass* friend" and as a 
matter of fact Wass, who is a dental technician, made 
Phillips a pair of gun grips, 

Phillips stated Wa33 appeared to be having trouble 
with a girl friend of his and started drinking to excess. 

In many instances he caused disturbances in the bars in 
which he was drinking, Phillips advised that when Wass 
drank he seemed to drink to excess, but when he wa3 not 
drinking he was an excellent dental technician, Wass* girl 
friend continued to give him problems and it was not long 
until Wa3s started writing non-sufficient fund checks drawn 
on a bank in Houston, Texas, Phillips stated that when 
these matters were brought to Wass’ attention he usually 
made restitution. 

Detective Phillips described Wass as a person who 
liked a lot of attention, wanted sympathy and enjoyed having 
people talk to him. On one night Wass seemed "to go crazy" 
at the Golden Cask Club, Port Arthur, Texas, and caused a 
disturbance which brought about his being ejected from the 
club and placed in Jail, 

Detective Phillips advised that in his opinion he 
feels Wass is suffering from some sort of mental problem 
and should be in an institution. 

On June 25, 1964, Detective Lieutenant W. D, Beall, 
Port Arthur Police Department, Port Arthur, Texas, advised 
he first met David Wass while working the detail on the 
night shift which required him to make frequent checks at 
bars and lounges in Port Arthur, He stated he had occasion 
to meet David Wass at one of these bar3 almost every evening 
and through these meetings became somewhat of a friend of . 
Wass*, 

Detective Beall advised that Wass vras keeping com- 
pany with Frances Golden, a beauty parlor operator, and Mrs, 
Golden later stopped going with him. Soon thereafter, V/ao3 
started drinking to excesa and in several instances caused 
commotions at the various bars where he was drinking. 
Detective Beall advised he recalls Wass on one occasion 
attempted suicido by stabbing himself in the wrist, and 
from this and other instances there is no doubt in his mind 
that Wass is suffering from some sort of mental problem. 
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Detective Beall stated V/ass has an acid burn on 
his hand and once told him that he, Wass, had to take nar- 
cotics for quite some time to kill the pain in this hand. 
Detective Beall feels that V/ass might be continuing the use 
of narcotics as on several instances Wa33 had stated he had 
been in the Veterans Administration Hospital in Houston, 

Texas , 

Detective Beall advised that when V/ass was arrested 
in Port Arthur, Texas, on March 2.4, 19 64, Wass was requested 
to leave town, and he, Beall, transported V/ass to the city 
limits and furnished him with some money. 

Detective Beall stated that while in Port Arthur, 
Texas, V/ass passed several non-sufficient fund checks; how- 
ever, no complaints were filed against V/ass inasmuch as 
eventually all of these checks were made good.

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Detective Singleton advised that their files con- 
tain an identification record from the Identification Divi- 
sion, Federal Bureau of Investigation, Washington, D.C., 
under FBI Number 8l6 130 E. This record reflects that on 
June 27, 1951, Wass was fingerprinted by the Police Depart- 
ment at Salinas, California, as a ‘'sleeper" and was released 
and no charges filed.

On June 10, 1964, the Presidents Commission on 
the Assassination of President Kennedy received a telegram 
from Mrs. Shirley Martin of Hominy, Oklahoma, in which she 
stated that Mr. William Keester, an Oklahoma City detective 
told one Jim Standard, an Oklahoma City reporter, that 
there were many things that be, Keester, had to say about 
the attempted assassination of Major General Edwin A. 
Walker. Mr. Keester was reported to have said, however, 
that he was afraid to tell Mr. Standard what those things 
were . 

On June 30, 1964, Mr. J. Lee Rankin, General 
Counsel for the Commission, requested interviews of Mr. 
Standard and Mr. Keester to determine whether or not 
there is any truth in the allegations made by Mrs. Martin. 
These interviews are reported hereinafter >

On July 3, 1964, Mr. JameKsta^idard, reporter, 
Oklahoma City Times, Oklahoma City, OJrlaJioma, who advised 
he had been interviewed previously concerning his coverage 
of the events following the assassination of President 
Kennedy at Dallas, Texas, stated that several weeks 
following his return to Oklahoma City on November 25, 

1963, he had chanced to talk to William R. Keester, a 
former detective on the Oklahoma City Police .Department , 
then employed as a private investigator. 


On the occasion of this conversation, Mr. 
Standard said Keester told him he had done some private 
lnvostigative work in partnership with Cliff Roberts for 
General Clyde J. Watts, Oklahoma City attorney, and 
counsel for General Edwin A. Walker. The assignment 
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bad related to the attempted shooting of General Walker 
at Dallas, Texas, in the spring of 1963, and had involved 
investigation by Keester and Roberts at Dallas, Texas. 

Mr. Standard said that, as his conversation with 
Keester was prior to that time when Oswald definitely had 
been established as the one attempting the assassination 
of General Walker, he was interested in any information, 
which Keester and Roberts might have developed, and had 
Indicated this to Keester. Keester, who had then stated 
he might have to return to Dallas on the same matter, 
promised to give Mr. Standard information for a story, 
unless such should be prohibited either by General Watts, 
by whom he had been retained, or by General Walker. 

This, Mr. Standard said, was the reason that Keester had 
not related any details to him in this matter of the 
attempted shooting of General Walker — the story would 
await possible additional investigation and clearance by 
Generals Watts and Walker. 

Mr. Standard said that the later developments 
concerning Lee Harvey Oswald were such that he had not 
pursued this matter with Keester thereafter . /N/ . 


\ Mr. Standard said he had related this to Mrs. 
ShirleyNiartin, of Hominy, Oklahoma, when she had called 
him from Hominy. She had called, as she had numerous 
times in the past, to ask questions of Mr. Standard, and 
to tell of "interesting things,” as Mr. Standard put it. 

Mr. Standard said that shortly following the assassination, 
he had visited Mrs. Martin in Hominy for the purposes of 
obtaining material for a feature story which he had 
prepared concerning her investigative activities relating 
to the assassination. Long since, he said, he has merely 
filed away anything she has directed to him. He felt 
that Mrs. Martin has supplied him with copies of almost 
every paper she has prepared. 

It was in this most recent telephone conversa- 
tion with Mrs. Martin, which she had initiated, that 
Mr. Standard said he had mentioned the Keester conversa- 
tion to her. He said he had related no more than the 
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contact with Keester as he had described. If Mrs. Martin - 
had inferred anything beyond this, Mr. Standard said that 
It was in her failure to understand, or of her imagination.

The course of initial investigation had been 7 
suggested by General Walker, who had ventured that the 
Black Muslims, which Keester described as a Negro 
organization active in Dallas, might have "master- 
minded" the attempt to kill the General . The investiga- 
tion, Keester said, had failed to identify the Black 
Muslims with the incident, though liaison with tho Dallas 
Police Department had been established for assistance to 
the K & R. Investigations Service. Keestor and Roberts 
returned to Oklahoma City without having developed any 
suspects in the shooting. 


The course of subsequent investigation, -r . , / - 

Keester related, had concerned William McEwan,jpuff , 
formerly employed as a batman by General Walked and 
reported as a possible suspect by a woman who had called 
a Walker aide anonymously to state that her daughter, in 
association with Duff, had said Duff seemed to have 
knowledge of the shooting. General Walker, in a tele- 
phone call to General Clyde J. Watts, had requested 
investigation concerning Duff, who continued to reside 
at Dallas, Texas. 

A surreptitious investigation of Duff, culmi- ► 
nating in an offer by Keester and Roberts of $5,000 to 
Duff for a second attempt to assassinate General Walker, 
failed to gain information from Duff which would 
implicate him in any way with the first attempt, or to 
indicate his knowledge of any suspects. 

Keester said that he and Roberts had taken an 
apartment in the same building with Duff, cultivated 
his friendship, his confidence, followed by the offer of 
$5,000 to kill General Walker. Always Duff had implied 
knowledge of the prior attempt, and finally did agree to 
their proposal, according to Keester. Duff stipulated 
that he be provided a passport out of the United States, 
along with a car, a driver, and a rifle. With Duff, 
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Keester and Roberts bad toured the area of the Walker 
residence in Dallas, surveying the potential of this 
area for the shooting. ... 


When the plan had reached this stage, Keester 
said he and Roberts had counseled with General Watts and 
he with General Walker. Both were uncertain as to how 
to proceed. Three days elapsed. Finally, Keester and 
' Roberts were instructed to turn all of the results of 

their investigation, including taped recordings of 
? conversations with Duff, over to the Dallas Police Depart- 

ment, with which department Keester and Roberts had made 

no prior contact relating to Duff.

In the three days which had elapsed, Keester 
said ’’Duff gets spooky.” He had been pressing Keester 
and Roberts for the passport and implementation of the 
plan. Keester stated that he never had any doubt that 
Duff had intended to get and abscond with the $5,000 if 
he could; that he never had any intention of shooting 
» Walker, Keester doubting that killing was in Duff's 

: make-up. Keester, who described Duff as displaying 

every evidence of a skilled confidence man, said that on 
the same day he and Roberts had turned their evidence 
to the Dallas Police Department, Duff had visited the 
i Dallas office of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

Keester said that he had a feeling that Duff might 
have been in touch with the FBI all along.

t Mr. Keester said he and Roberts concluded 

their investigation of Duff with their surrender of 
evidence to the Dallas Police Department, convinced 
I Duff had taken advantage of his prior employment with 

General Walker — without intent to pursue the proposal — 
simply in order to obtain the $5,000 offered. 


Additionally, Mr. Keester stated that never

Craig indicated that the Warren Commission had asked him and Attorney Charles 
Murray, who is a member of Craig's staff assisting him at the Commission, to 
go to Dallas and look over the Presidential route, the building from which the shots 
were fired, and also go over Oswald's route. The Commisdon had asked Craig 
and Murray to do this in the company of the Dallas Chief of Police but Craig 6aid 
he feels this is inappropriate and feels that he and Murray should do this independent! ; 
of the Chief 60 that they wouldn't be considered as under the influence of the Chief 
or rubber-stamping him. 
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Consequently, Craig said that he and Murray plan to travel to Dallas Wednesday, 
7/15/64, and spend Thursday and Friday in clearing up their business in Dallas. 
Craig said he would greatly appreciate it if our Special Agent in Charge in Dallas 
could be alerted to their coming and facilitate their handling of whatever matters 
they had to handle there expeditiously and thus they would not become involved with 
the Chief of Police. Craig said that he would not involve our personnel in their 
inquiries and it was merely something he was asking so that they would be able to 
get everything done as expeditiously as possible. Craig assured me that there 
would be no possible embarrassment to the Bureau in this and no possible involve- 
ment. In any event he told me that he felt sure that when his inquiries were 
completed in connection with the Warren Commission, he was confident "the FBI 
would be hand in glove" with Craig’s conclusions jin any^ event. 

I am confident Craig’s request is sincere and is motivate^ cSrri'preT6'Iy t by his 
desire to act independently of the Commission. • In view of Craig's' eictrdmely 
cooperative feelings in the past and his high regard for the Bur eau, I feel we

BILLY GEORGE ANDREWS, innate, United States Peni- 
tentiary, Leavenworth, Kansas, was interviewed as reflected 
herein in connection with the following anonymous letter 
furnished by the Bureau of Prisons, June 10, 1964, such 
letter having been received through the Prisoners* tne.il box 
(FKB), Railed fro* the United States Penitentiary, Leavenworth/ 
Kansas, addressed "Mr. Robert Kennedy, U. S. Attorney General, 
Washington 25, D. C." The Bureau of Prisons advised that 
this inmate was the only person at that institution serving 
a sentence under the name of ANDREWS. 

"Mr. Kennedy 

M If you want to know none answers about the death 
of your brother, you ehould ask a man named ANDREWS 
here in the prison. He told several men here about 
the death of your brother three weeks before it ' 
happened. He told the exact place, how, by whoa, 
and all the other things about It. He has now 
spoken of the d«ath of Mr. Johnson. Something 
should be done Is why I am telling you this. I 
do not approve of this kind of action." 

BILLY GEORGE ANDREWS, United States Penitentiary, 
Leavenworth (USP-L) Number 79175-L, on interview at the 
United States Penitentiary (USP) June 16, 1964, advised that 
it is true that some tine before the assassination of President 
KENNEDY in November 1963, be made the comment to a number of • 
inmates, canes not known, while in the prison yard at the 
USP, Leavenworth, Kansas, that something would happen to 
President KENNEDY when he went to Dallas, Texas. He denied 
tbat he had made any comment as to exactly what would happen 
or who would be responsible. 






ANDREWS, explained that on this occasion he overheard^ 
soo® innate make .scute consent as to something he did not like '■% 
about President KENNEDY; and he, ANDREWS, told him, "Dallas 
will be the last trip he makes." AiffiREWS further adjrissd that 
a few days after this Incident his cellmate, MU RBAXj — 

who works in the Education Department, was talking about a 
woman who believed in spiritualism who made the prediction ' ' 
prior to the election of President KENNEDY that the Democratic 
party would win the ©lection, but that the President elected ~ 
would die in office. ANDREWS claimed he then informed 
IIC HURRAY that he had had a dream that President .KENNEDY would 
be killed. 

ANDREWS advised that he believes in spiritualism, 
and that he had read a great deal and studied books on this 
subject 6lnoe he was a small child. He further stated that 
many of the inmates in this institution make fun of hi* 
when he tells them of the information he receives in visions. 

ANDREWS explained that he had bad several visions 
a few months prior to the assassination of President KENNEDY 
that he would be assassinated, but the exact manner, or who 
was involved, did not appear to him. He further stated that 
as he would have these visions during the night, ha would 
get up and write them down in a notebook that ha kept in his ~ 
cell, and which he frequently carried to the Education Depart- 
ment where he worked. At this point, ANDREWS asked if someone 
had found a page from his notebook claiming that the page on 
which he first recorded the vision that President KENNEDY would 
be assassinated had been removed from this book. He denied 
that he had ever made a comment to any person regarding the 
death of President JOHNSON, but that ho had had a vision 
that harm would come to President JOHNSON and that he had 
recorded this in b.ls notebook. Ho also stated that he had > 
other visions regarding JACK RUBY following the assassination 
of President KENNEDY which he had recorded. 

ANDREWS displayed bis notebook and pointed out that 
the page which had been removed preceded the item recorded 
under the date of October 8, 1963, Item3 prior to this date 
made no reference to President KENNEDY, but such items sub- 
sequent to that dato and to Varch 6, 1964, were observed to ' v 
be as follows: 
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♦•October 8, 1963 

"The time Is drawing near. The president will 
be assassinated while the protectors are lax. 

"There Is to be seven people Involved in the 
assassination. Four of which will be In another 
country when the deed Is done. One will leave as 
soon as It Is done. He Is the one to do the actual 
killing. Another person will be accused of the 
crime and also meet sudden death. The other man Is 
too vague. It seems though that he too will die. 
Most of the true facts surrou ding the death of the 
president will never be known""by the public. 


"December 21, 1963 

"Jack Ruby Is not one of the seven, although 
he has int rest not known to the people. This 
lnt rest wTll never be known. 


"January 13, 1964 

"One of the men who fled the country before the 
death of the president has also met his death. Another 
is plotting to harm the new president. He will not 
succeed for a time. After a time he may be able to 
bring harm to Mr. Johnson. 


"March 2, 1964 

"President Johnson will die while serving as 
president. He will be Instrumental Is proceedings 
that will arouse many people." 

ANDREWS advised that after he predicted the assas- 
sination of President KENNEDY and this actually occurred, he 
not discuss his visions with other Inmates. He added

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that he is constantly being teased by inmates because of his 
belief in spiritualism. He further stated that he bed had 
visions of many things which actually came to pass. He 
could not recall the identity of any person he had told of 
such a vision of an event which actually occurred, through 
which such prediction could be verified, 

ANDREWS advised that he feels that President 
KENNED? was the greatest President we have ever had and 
that he feels President JOHNSON way become known as even 
a greater President.

ANDREWS advised that at one time he felt ratter - 
bitter toward police and Institution authorities as he felt 
he was being abused and "pushed around" but that in recent 
years he has realized that he alone is to blame for his 
difficulties. He stated that when he is released from this 
institution! he Intends to go to the home of his brother at 
Abllenef Texas, where he is not known, and make a new life 
for himself. 

JAMES W. MC MURRAY, Inmate, USP, Leavenworth, Kansa* , 
on June 18, 1964, advised that he had been the cellmate of 
BILLY GEORGE ANDREWS in cell B-366 for a period prior to 
about February 1964, and that they are both assigned to the 
Education Department of the Institution where he, MC MURRAY , 
teaches English. He added that he is aware that ANDREWS 
believes in spiritualism and that ANDREWS had frequently 
discussed this with him.

ANDREWS was transferred free Atlanta to Springfield 
for observation for possible need of psychiatric attention, 
and for possible tuberculosis condition. He was further 
described as a frail individual, who complained continually 
about his present situation. He was openly bitter toward 
the state and federal authorities, and society in general. 

In the medical section of the Classification Study of 1961 
under Psychiatric, information appears that there is no - 
family history of mental illness. At this time, there were 
no overt symptoms or manifestations present to indicate 
psychosis. 

Subsequent reports as to ANDREWS indicate that 
he has kept a clear conduct record, and that there was no 
significant medical or psychiatric information to add to 
previous reports, other than hospitallration for influenza. 

The examination by the Latent Fingerprint Section, 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, of the anonymous letter and 
envelope received from the Bureau of Prisons developed one - 
latent fingerprint of value on the letter and one latent • 
palm print of value on the envelope.

By letter dated May 23, 1964, Mr . JU.fJ^OECKER, j 
Manager, Baltimore Office, Pinkerton's National Detective 
Agency, Incorporated, i>09 One Charles. Center, .Baltimore "l, / 
Maryland, forwarded to the Baltimore Office of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation (FBI) two handwritten, anonymous letters, 
which had been postmarked at Baltimore and received by his 
office. Mr. ROECKER explained that four such "crank" letters 
had been received, beginning approximately three weeks pre- 
viously, but that they had been destroyed by clerical personnel 
in his office. He understood that past letters had referred 
to the assassination of the late President KENNEDY, and indicated 
that investigations of the assassination had been covered up. 

In addition, the letters had claimed that FBI Director. J. EDGAR

Who was watching the 
parade, had some information vhich she now wondered might 
be significant in the investigation of the assassination. 


The telephone call was believed to be a local 
telephone call. The caller told Miss RAYNOR that her 
friend, who was watching the parade in San Antonio, saw 
someone put a gun out of a window nearby and screamed , "Get 
down, we are in the line of fire." At that time the pro- 
cession was about one-half block away. According to the • * 

caller, this friend of hers had stated that the gun muzzle . 
was withdrawn, and that no police agency knew anything 
about it. Miss RAYNOR stated that- the caller seemed very 
vague about why her friend did not report this to the police 
at any time. v : 


Miss RAYNOR stated that in conversation with the 
unknown woman caller, the caller stated that the woman *ho 
saw the gun was believed to be a chemist in Dallas , Texas , 
and that she was afraid action might be taken against her 
for not speaking up sooner. Miss RAYNOR stated that 
according to the caller, it was believed that this infor- 
mation might have some significance in view of a statement 
made by Attorney General ROBERT KENNEDY to the effect that 
the assassination was not a conspiracy.

CASON advised he has the highest respect for the office 
of President of the United States and stated he respected President 
KENNEDY. He said he did not always agree with some of the policies 
of President KENNEDY but added he did not always agree with some of 
the policies of former President EISENHOWER. He said he is strongly 
opposed to any type of violence. He said he registers any type of 
disagreement he has by fighting with "ballots and not bullets." * , 

CASON related he is a former Commander of American Legion 
Post No. 53, Dallas, Texas, and considers himself a patriotic 
citizen who upholds our democratic principles. 

Regarding the above .allegation, CASON stated if whoever 
made this allegation would do it publicly he would have them in 
court for making a slanderous allegation.

I 
was on a vacation & intended to go back to El Paso 
and work on my Masters degree but for some reason my 
mother came up to Iowa where I ran out of money. 1 
had received a $ 600 °° settlement for a crushed foot 
and left her $ 400 °° of it she was to send it to me 
or a portion of it. If I am given shock treatment 
again I will forget what I saw in the Dallas Bar get 
this to FBI in El Paso. Please for gods sake. 1 
know there is a certain Communist element in Dallas 
and we can all go to work and clean out the place if 
you do not hear from me again each week you will 
know they have given me some kind of Electric Shock *

Dr Jt _THQMAS_W .^^MURPHY , Staff Psychiatrist, Mental, 
Health_Institute . Mouift 'Pleasant T Iowa, advised SA FRANK J. 
CASPER on January 20, 1964, that JACK H. MILLER was admitted 
to the Institute on January 3, 1964 as a State Case on the 
recommendation of his mother who is a registered nurse. Dr. 
MURPHY said MILLER is a schizophrenic, paranoid type, which 
manifests itself in ideas of grandiosity and disconnected 
thcuo-Hf association.

"Jackson, Mississippi, and Tuscaloosa, Alabama. MILTEER 
said he was acquainted with onej^ E^DAVIS of Dallas, 

whom he described as a "good. man," but did not indicate 
he was personally acquainted with DAVIS. MILTEER did not 
indicate on what dates he was In the above cities, except 
for Tuscaloosa, Alabama. 

MILTEER related that/ne was in Tuscaloosa, -

MILTEER related that MARTIN LUTHER KING and Attorney 
General ROBERT KENNEDY are now unimportant.

J. A. MILTEER Is also known as JOSEPH ADAMS MILTEER. 
He was bom February 26, 1902, at Quitman, Georgia, and lives 
at Quitman and Valdosta, Georgia. He reportedly is a wealthy 
bachelor who Inherited an estimated $200,000 from his father# 

He Is reported to have no family, no employment and to spend a 
great deal of time traveling throughout the Southeastern United 
States. He has been unsuccessful In city politics In Quitman 
and publishes a weekly pamphlet crltlzlng the operation of the 
Quitman City Government. MILTEER has associated himself with 
the Constitution Party of the United States and attended a 
convention of this party held at Indianapolis, Indiana, during 
October, 1963. He was reprimanded by this party for describ- 
ing himself as being the party regional chairman for the 
Southeastern states. MILTEER reportedly became disillusioned 
with the Constitution Party of the United States and has 
attempted to form a party known as the Constitutional American 
Parties of the United States. MILTEER allegedly Intends to 
use the Constitutional American Parties of the United States 
as a front to form a hard core underground for possible vio- 
lence in combatting Integration. 
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The interview of JOSEPH ADAMS MILTEER , as well as 
additional information regarding him, is contained on pages 
s 24-26 of the report of Special Agent CHARLES S. HARDING* 
Atlanta, Georgia, dated December 1, 1963, in the case 
entitled "LEE HARVEY OSWALD j INTERNAL SECURITY - RUSSIA".

Imperial Wizard, and ie the dominant Klan group In the 
South with units in several southern states.

According to the police files, JACK OSWALD is a former 
mental patient of the Veterans Administration Hospital, Roseburg, 
Oregon, and on several occasions the police department has been 
^ requested to pick up OSWALD at the request of his mother, MARIE 
SCHAEFER, 3^27 NE Rodney, and his sister, CATHERINE FIELDS, 
because of his mental condition. On several occasions, OSWALD 
himself has complained to the police department that unknown 
individuals have threatened his life and are going to "bump him 
off," complaints which have been proved to be false. 

On July 12, 1963, JACK OSWALD was taken to St. Vincent 
Hospital by members of the police department after he was observed • 
lying in the street in an unconscious condition and suffering from 
head injuries.

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JACK OSWALD was located at the Stewart Hotel, ; 

Portland, Oregon. He readily admitted writing the two 
letters to the Dallas Office of the FBI, but had great ■■ 

difficulty In explaining the thought he was trying to convey, ^ 

At the outset he stated that actually he knew nothing what- ' ^ 
soever about the assassination of President KENNEDY, but that 
after noting newspaper accounts of the assassination, he felt 
he should write his thoughts on the matter. 

Actually OSWALD appeared more interested in the 
case of a local individual, a LELAND i CARVER^ who, he said, 
had been convicted of murder and serfv to the mental hospital 
at Roseburg, Oregon* Nevertheless, he, CARVER, was free to 
leave at any "time. OSWALD noted that by contrast, he himself 
also had been confined to the Roseburg mental hospital, but 
when he tried leaving as had CARVER, he was prevented from 
doing so. He said that actually he was legally released from 
the hospital about four years ago. 

In answer to virtually all questions, OSWALD brought 
up this same story and the difference in treatment afforded to 
CARVER and to him. Hie best explanation that could be obtained 
from OSWALD for his letters was that he merely wanted to urge 
the authorities investigating the assassination to go slow 
and obtain all the facts, and if JACK RUBY is committed to a 
mental institution, to be sure that he is not free to leave 
anytime, as was GARVER. 

OSWALD had difficulty in keeping separate the ident- 
ities of JACK RUBY and LEE HARVEY OSWALD, sometimes apparently 
thinking that LEE HARVEY OSWALD instead of RUBY is being held. 

He also sometimes referred to OSWALD by his own name, JACK

OSWALD volunteered the information that The Oregon 
Bank in Portland had been appointed his guardian by the Veterans 
Administration.

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PAUL J. PAROBEK, 3**71 West 127th Street, advised that * 

he wrote to the Foreman of the Federal Grand Jury In Chicago, 

Illinois, because he felt that the Warren Commission was not :' v * 

conducting a sufficient Investigation Into the "conspiracy" 
that resulted In the assassination of President JOHN F. KENNEDY, 
and their findings will be colored to suit politicians. . *. 

He said that the "conspiracy" is composed of 
Individuals who are unknown to him, and they work through a system 
of communications known' as "conditional reflex". These 
Individuals, he believes, are communists and they communicate 
with him by turning on a light In the garage of a neighbor who 
lives two doors away from his residence. When this light Is turned 
on, he knows that something is going to happen to either him 
or to some prominent person. Just prior to the assassination 
of President KENNEDY, he stated that this light was on and when 
the President died the' light went out. « 


PAROBEK stated that he had worked at the Lewis Research 
Center from 19^7 until June 15, 1953# as an electronic Instrument 
maker In the Flight Research Section. He was discharged from 
the Lewis Research Center because they claimed that he was a 
security risk and endangered both the people at the Center and 
Government property. 

While at the Center, he said that he had reported by 
letter to Senator BENDER, now deceased, that the money being 
spent on research at the Center was not being used to accomplish 
the purpose for which It was Intended. He stated a copy of this 
letter also went to Senator JOHNSON, who was then the President 
Of the Senate and also to SAM RAYBURN who was Chairman of the 
House of Representatives. He claimed that as a result of this 
the Senate allocated $100,000 for an Investigation of the' affairs 
of the Lewis Research Center. PAROBEK could not furnish a : 
definite date as to when this Investigation occurred. 

He also stated that he had written letters to Presidents 
EISENHOWER and JOHNSON and to various senators about the loss 
of his Job and conditions at the Lewis Research Center.

Akrgn, O hio, was Interviewed per his specific request at 
the Western Union Office, 191 South Main Street, Akron, 

Ohio. He stated he has Information regarding the assassination 
of President KENNEDY, however, he will only furnish this Infor- 
mation directly to the Warren Commission and nobody else. He ' 
requested the Interviewing agents arrange protection for him 
In addition to arranging his transportation to Washington, 

D. C. He stated he tried to telephone the Warren Commission 
the morning of June 8, 1964, from a public pay station in 
Akron but the call was Interrupted by "them." He said since 
"they" are now aware of the fact he Is trying to Inform on 
"them" he Is sure "they" will try to kill him. He also stated 
he has been Involved In "espionage" for the last 11 years. 

When asked who "they" are PARTRIDGE only answered "who knows." 
He refused several times to furnish his Information to the 
interviewing agents. Mr. PARTRIDGE was specifically advised . 
to contact the Akron Police Department if he felt his life 
was in danger. 1

Ma Jor_CARROJ.E^CUT RIGHT., DetectlyeJJureau, Akron 
Police Department; was advised of PARTRIDGE'S statement that 
ne felt his life was in danger. The Detectives assigned to 
Interview PARTRIDGE were unable to locate him at the Western 
Union Office. Major CUTRIGHT subsequently advised on June 8, 
1964, that he located PARTRIDGE at his home where he had been 
taken by his son. Major CUTRIGHT advised that Mr. PARTRIDGE 
was resting at his home and that he did not plan to Interview 
him on June 8, 1964, 

Major CUTRIGHT advised he also determined that 
PARTRIDGE Is currently employed by the City Water Depart- 
ment, Akron, Ohio. In checking with the head of the Water 
Department , Mr. WI LLI Aty/WASSICK, Major CUTRIGHT determined 
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that WASSICK feels PARTRIDGE is a mental case and suffers % 
from a persecution complex. He has been complaining to 
WASSICK that he feels someone is trying to kill him by 
poisoning his drinking water at the office and also at 
his home. Major CUTRIGHT advised he also verified that 
PARTRIDGE'S wife is a nurse who is also employed by the 
City of Akron and is currently attending a health conference 
in Columbus, Ohio. He said Mrs. PARTRIDGE was contacted 
telephonically by Mr. WASSICK and Mrs. PARTRIDGE advised 
that she would immediately depart for Akron and handle this 
matter. 

Major CUTRIGHT also furnished PARTRIDGE'S FBI 
Identification Record under FBI No. 663694B. This record 
shows he was fingerprinted April 29, 1963* by the Civil 
Service Commission in Akron, Ohio, at the time he commenced 
his employment with the city. This record shows he was 
arrested July 6, 1954, at Hillsboro, Ohio, for the crime 
of arson and was sentenced to one - fifteen years but only ' 
served ten months of that sentence. His date of birth was V 
listed as March 29, 1911* 6'3" tall and weighs 195 pounds.

Supreme Court. PARTRIDGE stated this telegram read as follows s 

"I have evidence on the assassination of President 
KENNEDY. Long distance phone call interfered with. 

Need protection at once. I am at Western Union , 191 
South Main Street." 

The telegram was signed PHILIP PARTRIDGE , 677 
SChiller Avenue. ► 
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The following investigation was conducted by SA 
ROBERT J. BARADA at Hillsboro, Ohio* 

On March 23, 1959, Chief of Police WILLIAfj)ffioOIARD , 
H lll8 borp_,_Qhio, Po lice De partment, advised files of that 
department show PHILIP H. PARTRIDGE was arrested by this 
department on July 6, 1954. At time of arrest PARTRIDGE was 
described as 43 years of age, «faite male American, employed 
as an Engineer. The record shows PARTRIDGE was arrested on a 
Charge of arson - forcible entry, Lincoln School, Hillsboro, • 
Ohio. 



Chief WOO LARD advised he was well acquainted with 
PARTRIDGE at the time of his arrest for burning the Lincoln 
School at Hillsboro, Ohio. WOOLARD stated that PARTRIDGE was 
then employed as a county Engineer at Highland County, Ohio. 
WOOLARD stated that the Lincoln school was a school attended 
exclusively by Negroes. He stated that PARTRIDGE, a Caucasian, 
was over zealous about equality for Negroes 'aid was very upset 
about the fact that a new school was being built for Caucasians 
at Hillsboro, Ohio, and no new school was being built for the 
Negroes. WOOLARD stated PARTRIDGE set fire to the Lincoln 
School with the idea that vftien the school was burned down the ; 
Negro students would attend the new school built for Caucasians. 
WOOLARD stated that PARTRIDGE set fire to the Lincoln School 
on a weekend night to preclude the possibility of anyone being 
injured. On the following morning PARTRIDGE appeared at the 
Hillsboro Police Department and confessed that he was the one vfao 
set fire to the Lincoln school. 


Chief WOOLARD stated he is of the opinion PARTRIDGE 
is a very mild mannered individual vho would not attempt to harm 
anyone but he was obsessed with the idea that Negroes in the 
Hillsboro, Ohio, area were getting a "raw" deal so he decided ^ 
to burn down the old Negro school. 
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Mrs. WJ&fAiz LAUOTLIN, Deputy ClerX, Highland County 
Clerk of Courts , Hillsboro, Ohio, advised records of this 
court show that on October i 2, 1954, PHILIP H. PARTRIDGE was 
found guilty of setting fire to the Lincoln School building, V 
property of the Board of Education. PARTRIDGE was found guilty 
on one count of burning the school and on one count of forcejS 
entry or burglary. The Highland County Court sentenced PARTRIDGE 
to 1 to 10 years on the first count and 1 to 10 years on the 
second count, sentences to run concurrently. 

It was noted that the records of the Highland County 
Clerk of courts contained a letter dated August 11, 1954, 
from R. E ^BUSCHONG , Lima State Hospital, Lima, Ohio. This 
letter indicated PARTRIDGE had been examined at the Lima State 
Hospital prior to his trial and that the findings of the 
hospital were he was an individual of superior general intelli- 
gence, always sympathetic to the underdog. The opinion of the -V. 
hospital was that PARTRIDGE was competent and legally sane. 

On April 29, 1960, Mr. RUSSELL LvXpaRKER, employed 
by the Ohlo _State Highway Department, District #9, Chillicothe, 
Ohio, adviied a~ Special" Agent of the PBI that his duties require 
his presence on occasions at the County Engineers' Office at 
Hillsboro, Ohio. He stated that some time ago he visited this 
office and “heard CLAUDJji<WEST , Highland County Engineer, and 
D. K^flOUSH , Assistant Engineer , Highland County, say that a 
Highland County engineer named PARTRIDGE is a communist. 

On June 7, 1960, CLAUDE lOtyEST, Highland County Engineer, 
Hillsboro, Ohio, advised SA ROBERT J.~BARADA that he could furnish 
no specific information to Indicate that PHILIP PARTRIDGE was a 
communist. 

WEST stated he thought PARTRIDGE might possibly be a 
communist because PARTRIDGE is very radical in his thinking. 

WEST said that by radical he meant that PARTRIDGE set fire to a 
Negro school in Hillsboro, Ohio," because he felt that Negroes 
should attend the same school as Caucasians. WEST stated PARTRIDGE 
served a year sentence in Jail fpr burning the Negro school and 
then returned to live in the Hillsboro area. . _ — 


LAUGHLIN , Deputy Clerk, Highland county 
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Hr. D. K. ROUSH , Assistant Engineer, Highland County, 
Hillsboro, Ohio, advised SA BARADA on June 7, 1960, that he 
did not know much about PHILIP PARTRIDGE and could furnish no 
information to indicate PARTRIDGE was a communist. 


On May 24, 1960 , Deputy Sherif f FRANJ5^pRICE, Hills boro 
Count y, Sheriff 's Office, HillsboroT Ohio, advised he was 
'acquainted with PHILIP PARTRIDGE; %4io was formerly employed as 
an engineer by Highland County. PRICE stated that during 1954 
PARTRIDGE set fire to a Negro sOhool in Hillsboro, Ohio, 
because he wanted the Negro students to be able to attend the 
school for the v/hite students. Deputy Sheriff PRICE said he 
believed PARTRIDGE was a loyal American citizen but that 
PARTRIDGE was disliked in Hillsboro because he was constantly . 
advocating equality for Negroes to the point of stirring the 
Negro population to discontent. Deputy PRICE advised he has 
never heard any information indicating PARTRIDGE to be a 
communist. 
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BASIS FOR INVESTIGATION REGARDING JOHN JOSEPH REUTER 

This portion of the Investigation was predicated 
upon the following information furnished by Officer LE E FRANCIS^ 
'LARSEN, Police Department, Cheyenne, Wyoming, on May 25, 1964.

Officer LEE FRANCIS LARSEN, Cheyenne, Wyoming, 
Police Department, advised as follows:

On Hay 22, 1964, a call was received by the 
Cheyenne, Wyoming, .Police Department from the Salvation 
Army in Cheyenne, reporting that one JOHN JOSEPH REUTER 
was drunk and causing a disturbance at the Salvation Array. 










Officers LARSEN and ROBERl ^WIULIAH S arras ted 
REUTER on the street near the ’Salvation Army, at approximately 
6:22 p.m. that date. REUTER was very drunk, staggering and 
resisted arrest. It was necessary to use restraining devices - 
to keep REUTER under control and take him to the police station. 

While riding in the police car to the police 
station, REUTER stated, "I killed KENNEDY. They got the 
wrong man. OSWALD had nothing to do with it, and OSWALD 
was Just a punk. You guys think I am nuts but I know 
Just exactly where I was and exactly what happened at . 
the time,* 1 apparently referring to the assassination of 
President KENNEDY.

.At the booking desk. Officers LARSEN and \ 
WILLIAMS * V were present when REUTER made the additional 
statement that he "could have got JOHNSON andvthe one 
I am aftgr- now is GOLBWATER." Officers JERRY^NNERS , 
EDWARD ^jALLBERG and JAME S^g&CUS.,were also~believe<Tt© / 
have been present when REUTER made these statements at / 
the booking desk. ^ 

REUTER was so drunk and belligerent at the time 
he made these statements that Officer LARSEN felt he *\ 
should wait until he had had time to "sober up" to 
question him further concerning these statements.

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REUTER also*' made a statement while at the 
booking desk to the effect that he wanted to be deported to 
Russia, wanted to "go Federal** and would admit anything* ^ 




LARSEN was of the opinion that the remarks made by 
REUTER were those of a "crazy drunk'* or a mental case. 


At 4:00 p.m. on Hay 25, 1964, REUTER appeared in 
Police Court in Cheyenne on charges of drunk, vagrancy and 
resisting arrest. He was fined $100 on the resisting 
arrest charge. He paid $75 of this fine, which money he had 
received by Western Union Honey Order number^NK71949 on 
May 25, 1964, from his sister, Mrs . SOI/)MOS^DAVlD^_Wel lfleet 
Massachusetts. The Court ordered that he commence serving 
Lty Jail for the remaining $25 fine. 
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JOHN JOSEPH REUTER was interviewed at the 
Cheyenne, Wyoming, Police Department, inasmuch as he had'j9^^w 
indicated to Officer LEE FRANCIS LARSEN that he wanted to"W^ r / 
"go Federal”, in an effort to determine any pertinent ' 
information and background concerning REUTER and his possible ... 
criminal activities. REUTER was advised that prior to making 
any statement he had the right to consult an attorney. He 
was advised that he did not have to make any statement and 
that any statement made by him could be used against him in 
a court of law. No threats or promises were made to him to 
obtain a statement.

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REUTER advised that he is, in his opinion, an 
itinerant bum” and that he has not held a steady Job ' 
since September, 1963. 


REUTER said that when he was arrested by officers 
of the Cheyenne Police Department on May 22, 1964, he was 
apparently ”crazy drunk.” He said that on May 24, 1964, , 

while being fingerprinted and photographed by Officer 
JERRY MANNERS, MANNERS had informed him that he had made 
statements to the effect that he had killed President KENNEDY, 
-that he could have gotten President JOHNSON and intended to 
get GOLDWATER. He said he does not recall making any of these 
statements and that he has certainly never had any such ideas 
to run through his mind when he was sober. 

He said that when he is drinking he often says 
and does things which he cannot later remember and does not 
know why he makes such remarks because he does not mean 
them, but that this is apparently his way of getting back 
at people when he is drunk and gets the impression that 
he is being pushed around. He said that when he is 'drunk 
he has been told that he even hates his best friend. 

REUTER advised that comraunistt is the lowest ; 
type of belief in bis opinion and he feels that anyone 7

He said that the only thing that he can think of 
as to the reason why he may have made the above statements 
is that he was drinking In a bar in Cheyenne just prior to 
his arrest, where he became very drunk and that he may have 
overheard conversation concerning politics, which may have 
prompted his "drunken mind" to build up such thoughts. 

REUTER advised that on November 22, 1963, the date 
on which President JOHN F. KENNEDY was assassinated at Dallas, 
Texas, he, REUTER, was working on Watson Island at Miami, 
Florida , for the Goodyear Company under the supervision of 
Cap t a In* ffeAIE Y (a civilian, first name unrecalled) , Pilot 
In Charge j~and Crew Chief JOEV&ICK. He said his duties were 
.handling lines to blimps.

On June 9, 1964, Mr. R. W^ROSIER, Lighter Than Air 
Coordinator, Goodyear Aerospace, Akrori^ advised that JOHN JOSEPH 
REUTER was never on the actual payroll of Goodyear Aerospace, but 
was carried on what Is called the Field Wage Payroll. He explained 
the only days REUTER worked were the days the company was scheduled 
to fly their aircraft. On those specific days REUTER would show 
up and work for as long as he was needed. Mr. CROSIER said his 
status could best be described as being comparable to a caddy at 
a golf course. 

Mr. CROSIER pointed out his pay records show REUTER 
worked the following hours on the days noted below: 

II/21/63 Commenced work 1:00 PM and worked continuously 
for 5h hours 

II/22/63 Commenced work 1:0C PM and quit at 5:00 PM 

11/23/63 Commenced work 9:00 AM and worked continuously 
for 8 hours 

Mr. CROSIER stated that due to REUTER* s status, the company 
has no background Information concerning him. 
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On June 8, 1964 , FORREST y^'SORRELS , Agent in Charge^ 
U . S . Secret Service , D allas/ Texa s, telephonically advised SA 
ROBERT P. GEMBERLING that he had received information that on 
May 26, 1964, JERRY DALE ROGERS/ a white male/ born June 15/ •’ - • 
1946/ at Texarkana, Texas, 6*1”/ 175 pounds, brown hair and 
blue eyes, was being held by the. Odessa, Texas, Police Depart- 
ment for the Dallas Police Department, tdio wanted ROGERS for 
car theft out of Dallas. 

Mr. SORRELS stated that it was his understanding 
that ROGERS was also AWOL from Fort Riley, Kansas, and that 
at the time of his arrest at Odessa, Texas, he had a photograph 
from a Dallas newspaper depicting the killing of LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD. 

Mr. SORRELS stated that he had learned that ROGERS 
had stated, while in custody at Odessa, Texas, that he was in 
Dallas on the date of the assassination of President KENNEDY, 
November 22, 1963, and was riding a motorcycle less than a 
block away from the scene of the assassination. Mr. SORRELS 
stated that ROGERS had indicated that the traffic, due to the 
motorcade, had slowed him down on his motorcycle and that he 
became aggravated as a result of this, and, as he raced the . 
motor on the motorcycle, it backfired and that this backfire 
occurred at the precise moment that the shots were fired in 
the assassination. 

Mr. SORRELS advised that ROGERS had stated that the ; 
U. S. Secret Service or FBI had been looking for the person on 
the motorcycle that had backfired at the time of the assassi- 
nation. 

Mr. SORRELS stated that to his knowledge he knew of , 
no efforts being made by the U. S. Secret Service to locate 


anyone who had caused a motorcycle to backfire at the precise T ’*fC 
time the assassination shots were fired. Mr. SORRELS stated it 
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was his understanding that JERRY DALE ROGERS was being returned 
to Dallas shortly after May 26, 1964, and that his current 
whereabouts was unXnown to him.

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„ ROGERS advised that at the time of his arrest "'by the 

Odessa Police Department he had a photograph in his wallet from a 
Dallas newspaper depicting the killing of LEE HARVEY OSWALD by JACK 
RUBY. ROGERS said this really had no significance other than the 
fact he had been questioned by some of his fellow soldiers at Fort 
Riley, Kansas, concerning the shooting of OSWALD by RUBY. He said he 
happened to have this in his wallet since he had found a Dallas news- 
paper at Fort Riley, Kansas, and, since they were rare, he cut out the 
photograph and used this in discussions with his fellow soldiers. 


ROGERS advised that on November 22, 1963, around 12:10 p.m. , 
he was returning home on his 1957 Harley-Davidson "74” motorcycle 
via Houston Street. He stated he was proceeding north on Houston 
Street and at the intersection of Main and Houston Streets, traffic 
was. held up since the Presidential motorcade was scheduled to go 
by this point. ROGERS advised before the motorcade arrived, as it 
was passing, and after it passed, he raced the motor on his motorcycle 
a number of times which caused it to backfire. He described his 
motorcycle as the largest motorcycle made by Harley-Davidson and 
stated the exhaust pipes on his motorcycle come straight out of the 
exhaust manifold and the motor when running is exceptionally loud. 

ROGERS advised he likes the noise his motorcycle msJcei and likes to 
race the motor when stopped. He said most motorcycle riders will do 
this and he said he did it when the Presidential motorcade went by 
and the only reason given by him was that he was "just raising a 

little hell."

ROGERS stated he got a glimpse of President KENNEDY as the j- 
Presidential motorcade passed but did not hear the shooting vrtiich ¥ 
followed because his motorcycle was making so much noise. He said $■??::. 
from his position he was able to observe the Texas School Book Depository 
building and that general area but did not see anything that would 
arouse his suspicion. 

Shortly after the motorcade passed, ROGERS said that on 
the direction of a police officer he proceeded to the corner of 
Houston and Elm where traffic had stopped. He said it was at this 
.point that someone in a car who was listening to the radio Informed 
him that President KENNEDY had been shot. ROGERS said he did not 
believe what he had heard until it was repeated by some other 
bystander. He said within moments a number of police cars appeared 
in the area and he was directed by a police officer to "move on." 

ROGERS said he did and proceeded to his home at 110 N. Llewellyn 
Street, Dallas, Texas, which was his home at that time. 

ROGERS said he did not know nor did he ever have any 
contact with either LEE HARVEY OSWALD or JACK RUBY. He stated he 
had no information which would assist in the investigation of the 
assassination of President KENNEDY.

Mrs. EDWA^D^PACE ,1303 North Fi fth St reet , f advised that > 
she and her husband operate Pace’s Funeral Home located at 118 
North Fifth Street, in that city* 

She related, that on the afternoon of June S, 1964, 
an elderly man who gave his name as G* RYLEE came to her place 
of business and wanted to borrow $350*00 at which time he claimed 
that he had a residual payment due him from the Railway 
Retirement Board in the amount of $8,3 00* He indicated to Mrs. 

PACE that he desired to enter into a contract with her for his 
funeral and related that upon his death the $8,300 would be 
payable to her funeral home. Hk claimed that he had no relatives 
or friends and that he had been confined in both the Veterans 
Administration Hospitals in Marlin and Temple* 

Mrs. PACE 6tated that this man claimed that he was 
the author of a book entitled, ’'Deep Dark River." In addition, 
he claimed that he had written a story concerning the 
assassination of LINCOLN. In addition, he claimed that he had 
prepared a manuscript on the life of JOHN GLENN but that this 
manuscript was lost during hairline crash on the west coast* 

Mrs. PACE stated that he related that since the assassination 
of KENNEDY hi6 royalties from the story he had written on 
the assassination of uxNCOLN had been reduced to the point 
to where he was receiving no compensation. 

In .conversation with Ac s. PACE, RYLEE asked, "You, 
don’t know who killed KENNEDY." Mrs. PACE answered, "No, I 
don’t know who killed KENNEDY." Then . RYLLE related to her, 

"JOHNSON wanted KENNEDY; dead, iou know who was vice president 
when -LINCOLN was assassinated; his name was JOHNSON*. : HOFFA’ 
wanted KENNEDY dead; -MADAM NHU wanted KENNEDY dead; NIXON • 
wanted KENNEDY dead." RYLEE then related to Mrs, PACE that 
JOHNSON had been in Dallas the week before KENNEDY was 
assassinated.

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Mrs. PACE stated that she did not recall enough 
information about the plane crash which had occurred in Texas 
involving the two pilots to properly question RYLEE. Mrs. 

PACE added that she has been seriously ill during the past 
two or three months and may .tot have remembered exactly every 
statement made by RYLEE invc^ving President JOHNSON. She advised 
that she gained the impression that RYLEE was "a nut", but in 
her opinion he was doing too much talking about the assassination 
of the president and therefore she thought that he should be 
appropriately investigated. She informed that she had never 
seen him before and after she had refused to loan him money, 
he left her place of business. However, before leaving he 
left his address with her as G. RYLEE, 217 Perry Street, Marlin, 
Texas.

Mrs# PACE must have misunderstood' him in their conversation* p 
He stated that he has no evidence of any kind to the effect th 
KENNEDY was not assassinated by LEE HARVEY OSWALD. He stated 
that he did talk with Mrs. PACE, but his conversation dealt 
mainly with the assassination of ABRAHAM LINCOLN and the 
similarity of LINCOLN’S assassination to that of President 
KENNEDY. He stated that he inform^KMrs. PACE that he had 
met LINCOLN’S attorney, PINIS L^ffi ATES. of T enn essee., and had 
assisted BATES in writing the booST joKn Saint Helen which is 
a book about the assassination of AEH&lAh LINCOLN, He stated 
that he has made a lengthy study of LINCOLN’S assassination. 

He stated that in his opinion the assassination of LINCOLN 
and the assassination of KENNEDY are similar and he pointed 
out the similarity to Mrs. PACE. He stated that he told 
her that the vice president under LINCOLN was named JOHNSON 
and the vice president under KENNEDY was named JOHNSON. 

RYLEE denied making the statement that JOHNSON wanted 
KENNEDY dead. RYLEE stated that according to FINIS BATES' 
book, John Saint Helen , Vice President JOHNSON under LINCOLN 
did want LINCOLN dead and he remarked to Mrs. PACE this 
fact. He stated that Mrs. PACE undoubtedly misunderstood 
him and thought he said that Vice President LYNDON JOHNSON 
wanted KENNEDY dead. He stated that this was not the case. 
RYLEE said he did not tell Mrs. PACE that JOHNSON was in 
Dallas the week before KENNEDY was -assassinated but said 
that NIXON was in Dallas a few days before KENNEDY was 
assassinated, but added that "we all know that NIXON didn't 
kill him.’’

RYLEE stated that some people in Austin, Texas, told 
him that LYNDON JOHNSON had his two pilots at Austin and instead 
of taking his private plane to his ranch at Johnson City, Texas, 
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he went by car and subsequently the plane crashed and the two 
pilots were killed and he might have mentioned this to Mrs. 

PACE, but he did not say anything about JOHNSON'S buying 
insurance on these pilots or about his having anything to do 
with the accident. RYLEE stated that he did not know anything 
about this incident until the person from Austin, Texas, told 
him about it. 

RYLEE stated that Mrs. PACE got all of this mixed up 
as he was talking to her most of the time concerning the 
assassination of LINCOLN rather than the assassination of 
KENNEDY. He stated that he did tell Mrs. PACE that he 
believes that JOHN WILKES BOOTH killed ABRAHAM LINCOLN, but does 
not believe the man the people killed ri’ght after LINCOLN'S 
assassination was BOOTH. RYLEE states that it is his opinion 
that BOOTH committed suicide in Enid, Oklahoma, in 1913 and 
that the man killed immediately following LINCOLN'S assassination 
was a man who had found the pocket book of JOHN WILKES BOOTH 
and who was identified by this pocket book as being BOOTH. 

RYLEE stated that he hd 3 no reason to believe that 
anyone had any part in President KENNEDY'S assassination other 
than OSWALD and from all the information he has it is his 
opinion that KENNEDY was killed by.

Mrs. GUSSICKS stated that on 
hearing radio reports of President KENNEDY'S assassination, 
SHORTALL said, "Oh, that's wonderful. He was a criminal)* 

Mrs, GUSSICKS stated that immediately after the 
'emotional outburst of SHORTALL, school officials requested 
him to leave the school. 
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An individual who requested his identity not be ^ 
divulged but who has furnished reliable information in the 
past , advised on March 27 , 1963, that GERALD JAMES SHORT ALL, . 

738 South Homo Avenue, Park Ridge, Illinois, had made applica- 
tion on March 4, 1963, for membership in the American Nazi 
Party (ANP). SHORTALL was born July 17, 1931, at Chicago, 
Illinois. According to this source, SHORTALL in his applica- 
tion for membership indicated that he had been committed for 
psychiatric observation by his parents in May, 1961. 

SHORTALL was released one week after his commitment. 

An individual who did not wish to divulge bis 
identity and who has furnished reliable information in the 
past has advised that GERALD JAMES SHORTALL, 738 South Home 
Avenue, Park Ridge, Illinois, was a member of the ANP at 
Chicago, Illinois, and regularly attended meetings from 
March, 1963, through approximately March, 1964. 
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The following investigation was conducted by 
SA RAYMOND F. BOGAN: 


On April 28, 1964, Chief OTARLEsXcHR I STENSEN,- 
Park Rid ge , Ill inoi s,. P olice Department, advised that he 
has no information in his files concerning GERALD SHORT ALL. 


. RJCHARDSVENNELL. Park Ridge, Illinois, Credit 

Bureau, advised on April 28. 1964. the files of this 
Bureau contain no information concerning GERALD SHORT ALL. 

On April 29, 1964, Mrs.Jl (U _HK^CKE 1 j500 JHome' 
Avenue, Park Ridge, Illinois, advised that the SHORTALL * 
"family left for the - West Coast on approximately March 20, 
1964. The SHORTALLs had advised her that they plan to 
settle at some unknown city on the West Coast, but had 
never mentioned a specific location. She stated she did 
not know whether GERALD SHORTALL had accompanied his 
parents in this move. 

On April 29, 1964, an individual who requested 
his identity not be divulged but who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised that the SHORTALL family 
had moved from Park Ridge, Illinois, in March, 1964. He .• 
advised that at the time of their move, JOHN and MARIE. 
SHORTALL did not know what city they planned to settle in, 
but had indicated a desire to settle in some city in the 
State of Washington. This source advised that the present 
whereabouts of GERALD SHORTALL, son of JOHN and MARIE 
SHORTALL, was unknown. He added that GERALD SHORTALL had 
definitely not accompanied his parents in their move. to 
Washington. 
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GERALD SHORT ALL, 453 West Arable side, Des Plaines, f 
Illinois, advised that on November 22, 1963, he was a' student 
at the beauty culture school In Des Plaines, Illinois. When 
someone came Into the room at the school and said that 
President KENNEDY had been shot, he could not believe it . ' ' 

He advised that' be was an admirer of President KENNEDY and 
would much rather see President KENNEDY the President of 
the United States than any other individual. At no time 
did he ever advocate assassination of any public official 
in the United States. 


He explained that he is always nervous and concerned 
that communism will take over the United States, and believes 
that the communists are trying to embarrass him in every 
manner. He explained that he was recently in an automobile 
accident in Chicago, and he was of the opinion that the 
communists were behind it. He is also of the opinion that 
individuals are breaking into his car at various times and 
are calling his place of employment advising his employers 
that he was a member of the American Nazi Party. He stated 
that he was not a member of the American Nazi Party, 

SHOBTALL again stated that he did not make a state- 
ment that President KENNEDY was a criminal, nor did he exhibit 
any pleasure when he heard that President KENNEDY was shot.

111 i npis^advised that his son/ GERALD SHORT ALL , "who is ' 

^33 years of age, has been receiving psychiatric treatment 
the majority of his adult life. He explained that GERALD

been able to be gainfully employed for any length of time* 

He explained that GERALD SHORTALL has worked a total of 
approximately three years in his adult life. Mr. SHORTALL 
explained that his son, GERALD, has been in various private 
psychiatric hospitals, and it is the conclusion of the 
doctors that he is not violent but merely a type of individual 
that cannot concentrate on any type of employment and Is 
"all mixed up." Mr. SHORTALL advised that on November 22, 
1963, his son, GERALD/ was attending the beauty culture 
school in Des Plaines, Illinois, and possibly made some 
remark because he has had problems in other types of Jobs 
and schools making silly remarks and getting into arguments 
with other employees and students. 
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GERALD JAMES SIIORTALL was contacted at bis request # ; 
at the Park Ridge Public Library, Prospect Avenue and 
Northwest Highway. SHORT ALL had made a complaint personally 
to the Chicago Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) Office 
on Hay 27, 1963, regarding an individual he suspected as 
being a "Communist Party Member" or a "Communist Party 
Sympathizer." SHORT ALL had Indicated in the phone call 
complaint and at the Interview, that he had conversed with 
this individual at the American School of Beauty Culture, 
Chicago, where he was a student. 

In the course of the Interview, &A RICHARD L. 

STRAIN addressed a question to SHORTALL as to his present 
or past membership in or attendance at communist or 
communist front group meetings. SHORTALL replied he had no - 
membership in any "left" organization. The next question 
advanced to SHORTALL was with regard to his membership in or 
attendance at "right wing" group meetings, such as the John 
Birch Society. SHORTALL's reply to this question was that 
he was "much more right" than the John Birch Society, in 
that he had attended meetings of the American Nazi Party 
and he had petitioned the American Nazi Party for membership. 
Further, SHORTALL then expounded his detailed observations 
and convictions in the expressed tenets and the work done 
and being done by the American Nazi Party in uncovering 
and exposing communists, and others, in America.

In his book "This Time the World," copyrighted 
in 1961 , George Lincoln Rockwell identified himself as 
Commander, American Nazi Party of the world Union of Free 
Enterprise National Socialists (ANP - WUFEN3) , Arlington, 
Virginia. 

The April 4, 1963, issue of "The Richmond News 
Leader," a Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported 
that George Lincoln Rockwell had, on the previous day, again 
applied for the American Nazi Party to be chartered in the 
State of Virginia, but this request was turned down by the 
Virginia State Corporation Commission. This action was 
taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 Virginia Assembly Which 
prohibits the use of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in a 
Virginia charter. This article further pointed out that 
Rockwell '8 party is presently chartered in the State of 
Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 19, 1963, a source advised that the ANP - 
WUFENS was organized by George Lincoln Rockwell at his resi- 
dence in Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1959, as an 
international "National Socialist" movement based on the 
German Nazi Party headed by Adolf Hitler. He added that 
Rockwell is the dominant force and personality in this party; 
that ho is espousing a "line" of hatred against the Jews 
and Negroes; and that he is seeking, through speeches, 
distribution of literature, and picketing, to establish a 
cohesive and dominant political party in the United States - 
and in foreign countries.

Mr. HEZEKIAH SMITH, JR. had previously been to 
♦ the Baltimore Office of the Federal Eureau of Investigation 
on April 29, 1964, when he alleged to IC G. VICTOR REUSCHLEIN 
he had been “experimented on in a Government hospital.” He 
said he had called the Attorney General's Office in 
Washington, D.C. in October 1963* on April 28, 1964* and 
on two other occasions end that they had advised him to come 
to the Federal Bureau of Investigation Office in Baltimore. 
SMITH stated that while confined at the Naval Hospital in 
Pennsylvania during 1955 for a nervous relapse he was 
experimented on while he was unconscious from a shock , 
treatment. SMITH claimed that they had performed a brain 
experiment on him and put wires Inside his head. He said that 
he was in the U.S, Marines at that time and wanted to get 
out of the service so he pretended he w as sick and was released 
from the service with a medical discharge. - 

Mr. SMITH stated that he wanted to be taken to 
France to have these wires removed from his head because he 
did not trust this country. He v/anted the Government to pay 
for his transportation to another country. 

HEZEKIAH SMITH, JR. had also visited the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service, Baltimore, Maryland, in July 1963 
'and told them he wanted to renounce his United States 
citizenship and have them pay for his transportation to Cuba.

On June 15, 1964, J)r^_KUR^^UDENTHAL, Chief, -v 
Social Work Services, Ealtimore Regional Office, Veterans ; ;; - 
Administration, St. Paul and Fayette Streets, Baltimore, 
Maryland, advised SA J. STANLEY ROTZ that HEZEKIAH SMITH, JR., 
"34 60 West Franklin Street, Ealtimore, Maryland, was 
referred to his department on November 6, 1962, when he was :

SMITH had also been a patient at Spring Grove State Mental 
Hospital, Catonsville, Maryland, from v/hich he v/as discharged 
on February 3 » 1964, As of November 1963 SMITH'S condition 
was diagnosed a3 schizophrenic reaction, chronic, 
undifferentiated type.

Mr. DENBY stated that on the day of the assassi- 
nation he was standing near STRENG ‘ on the second floor of 
the Trade Mart Building listening to radio reports on the 
progress of the Presidential Motorcade, and at about the time 
When, he believes. President KENNEDY was shot, he heard STRENG 
make the remark, "What's coming to him?" or words to that effect, 
and that immediately thereafter STRENG* ran down the hallway on 
the second floor of the Trade Mart Building to a man Whose , 
identity is unknown to DENBY. DENBY states he did not hear any 
statements made by STRENG to the unknown man. 

Mr. DENBY was questioned as to Why he believed the 
remark he attributes to STRENG had anything to do with the

She said he is presently traveling through the MJ.dwest and is 
expected back in Dallas on June 22, 1964. She Informed her husband $ 
was born in Austria and comes from an old Jewish aristocratic family 
who formerly lived in Vienna.

Mrs. STRENG advised that on the morning of November 22,

scheduled arrival there and wanted to see him. *" ' 

Mrs. STRENG advised the Trade Mart Building was crowded 
with people and there was much confusion on November 22, 1963. She 
also stated there were many police officers as well as other plain** 
clothes investigators in the Trade Mart Building. She stated it was 
necessary when going from one floor to another to show the pass issued 
to those people authorized to be in the Trade Mart Building. 

. Mrs. STRENG stated her husband is a very distinguished 
looking rnsn and wears a mustache and beard which enhances his : 
appearance. She related that on November 22, 1963, her husband, 
because of the beard and mustache and because he appeared foreign, 
was made t.o show his pass to various police officers almost any time 
he moved from one space to another in the building. After being 
stopped a number of times and questioned as to his identity and 
authority to be in the buildLng, Mrs. STRENG said her husband 
expressed words of aggravation. 

At approximately 11:00 a.ro. on November 22, 1963, Mrs. 

STRENG stated she and her husband went to the first floor and, along 
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with a number of other people, took up a position next to the space p - 
rented by a Mr . and Mrs^TEDDER^ She said this annoyed Mrs. TEDDER 
and she wascontinuaTIy admonishing various people to back away 
the space she rented and not to touch the. glass. After being at this , 
location for approximately 30 minutes, Mrs. STRENG said Mrs. TEDDER 
made some remark in the generdl^dlrection of where she and her hus- 
band were standing. She said she does not recall specifically what . 
the remark was but it had something to do with standing too close to - 
the space rented by Mrs. TEDDER. Immediately following this and 
without any provocation, Mrs. STRENG said Mrs. TEDDER screamed/ ’ 
pointed her finger at WALTER STRENG, and said, "He hit me. I'm going 
to faint." At this point, Mrs. STRENG stated Mr. TEDDER approached 
her husband, WALTER, and struck him with his fist on the back of the 
neck which caused Mr. STRENG to slump over but not fall. Mrs. STRENG 
advised Mrs. TEDDER continued her screaming and pointing at WALTER 
whereupon WALTER STRENG was seized by a number of police officers. 

Mrs. STRENG advised that Mrs. TEDDER was assisted inside 
her space by a woman employee and was followed there by Mr. TEDDER. 

Mrs. STRENG stated a police officer questioned her and WALTER STRENG 
and a number of other people who' witnessed what had transpired. 

Mrs. STRENG stated her husband did not strike Mrs. TEDDER and a number 
of people standing next to him agreed. She said the police officer 
told her that he and WALTER STRENG would have to go into the space 
occupied by the TEDDERs to determine if they were going to file any . / 
charges. When they went into the space occupied by the TEDDERS, Mrs. 
STRENG stated Mr. TEDDER, who was in an intense emotional state and 
rage, pulled a stopper from one of the large bottles near him which 
stopper was pointed and gave the appearance of a knife.

STRENG advised that on the morning of November 22, 1963, 
his wife accompanied him to the Trade Mart Building, 2100 Stemmons 
Freeway, Dallas, Texas, where Coopercraft of California occupied 
room 2967 which is located on the second floor in the northwest corner 
of the building. He stated they arrived there between 9:30 a.m. and 
10:00 a.m. STRENG advised the Trade Mart Building was crowded with 
people and with security police all anticipating the arrival of 
President KENNEDY. STRENG advised that in going from one section of 
the building to another it was necessary to show the pass issued to 
those people authorized to be in the Trade Mart Building to the- security 
officers stationed in the building. STRENG stated he was stopped a 
number of times, probably more than most, because of his mustache and 
beard which aroused a little curiosity. STRENG said this was annoying 
to him and he expressed words of aggravation to several security officers > 
upon being stopped. 

At approximately 11:00 a.m. on November 22, 1963, STRENG 
stated he and his wife went to the first floor and along with a number 
of other people took up a position outside of room 2301 which space 
was occupied by Mr. and Mrs. TEDDER. STRENG related this apparently 
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annoyed Mrs . TEDDER since she was frequently admonishing a nuinber^:^'^ .. 
of people to stand back away from her room. After being in this^' v ^ 
position for approximately 30 minutes, STRENG stated suddenly 
Mrs. TEDDER pointed her finger at him and started screaming that 
he had struck her. At about this time, STRENG said he received a 
blow on the back of the neck by Mr. TEDDER which caused him to slump. 

He stated all the while Mrs. TEDDER kept screaming and pointing at 
him and he was seized by a number of police officers. STRENG. 
advised Mrs. TEDDER returned to ber room and was followed there 
by her husband. Mr. STRENG stated he was questioned by police 
officers and be informed that he had not struck Mrs. TEDDER. He also 
stated a number of other people who witnessed the incident volunteered * 
to the police that STRENG had not struck Mrs. TEDDER as alleged. 

STRENG advised that a police officer informed him they would have to 
talk to Mr. TEDDER to see if he were going to file any charges against 
STRENG. . STRENG said he and a police officer went to TEDDER'S room 
whereupon Mr. TEDDER pulled a stopper from a large bottle, which ' 
stopper was pointed like a knife, and threatened both him and the 
police officer. After much hedted discussion, STRENG said the whole 
matter was dropped and he and his wife returned to their own space 
in room 2967. STRENG advised this .incident upset him terribly ; 
and seemed almost unreal. He stated the incident occurred at 
approximately 12:05 p.m. • 

* STRENG advised he and his wife remained alone in room 2967 

and at about 12:30 p.m. he observed the Presidential motorcade 
approaching on Stemmons Freeway. He said it appeared the motorcade 
was going at an unusually high rate of speed and he mentioned this 
to his wife. He said she then turned the radio on and shortly 
thereafter the announcer reported that President KENNEDY had been 
shot. 

A few minutes after hearing the report on the radio that 
President KENNEDY had been shot, STRENG said he end his wife left 
the Trade Mart Building. He stated on the way out he met Mr. W. K. 

DENBY who occupied room 2741 and who was employed as a representative 
for Lampcraft Industries.

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related to the incident with Mrs. TEDDER and he stated DENBY \'x§f^^pX

STRENG advised he also talked to several other people in the aisle -V 
on his way out of the building. He said his conversation with these 
people also related to the incident he had with Mrs. TEDDER. STRENG 
stated he never made any remark to the effect of "What's coming to 
him" and has never in his life commented unfavorably about President 
KENNEDY.

He stated he received no answer from either Secretary 
RUSK or Mr. FUNSTON and it was very shortly thereafter that 
President KENNEDY was assassinated. He stated he feels that 
President KENNEDY was assassinated by someone who does not want 
a peaceful world and someone who opposed his proposition to 
invest money in Russia. 

Mr. SUDBECK stated he has no information as to who 
may have actually committed the assassination or those directly 
responsible. He then went on to say that he has always liked 
to "help governments". He recalled that he once offered to 
buy a railroad In Austin. Texas ., and turn the locomotives over 
to the government for scrap. 

He further stated that he saw a photo of Congressman^ 
,,CAREY-in a local newspaper together with his wife and thirteen 
v children. He wrote to the Congressman, saying that if he would 
sell approximately $200,000*000 in securities owned by SUDBECK, 
he would give him a million dollar trust fund for each of his 
children.

WALTON then goes back to relate items concerning :,?/./ 
BEN TAYLOR on the missing persons list and states that while 
the people were looking for him, TAYLOR was at BEN^LENEER*a - 
funeral home. WALTON continues with dis joint6d“items concerning 
a tape recorder and other equipment slipped into the funeral 
home and the fact that his wife was a fingerprint expert and 
photographer for Cuba. 

He then goes back to mention the CHANNELSWORTH case 
and states the reason for their deaths was the checking of '* 
the books by BEN TAYLOR and a Federal or State Auditor. 

He mentioned a suspicious white Cadillac which he was 
told was to be given to President EISENHOWER when he came to 
Miami. Since President EISENHOWER refused to use the car, Mr. 
LENEER took over the car. 

WALTON then relates a disjointed series of items 
concerning someone coming into the dormitory where he slept 
at the funeral home, whom he subsequently identified as BEN 
TAYLOR. He accused TAYLOR of sleeping in a casket in the 
display room. He then^ves a disjointed account of how 
former President JOHN F. KENNEDY comes into the case as a 
result of Mr. and Mrs. LENEER* s goig to a mass meeting, not 
further identified. He said he told this story to "BOBBY 
KENNEDY" and told him the man to look out for in Miami was 
State's Attorney, RICHARD^ERSTEIN,, and WALTON is going to 
Tirik hlra to the assassination of a Dr. TERRY in Louisville, 
Kentucky, and knows he is linked with the CHANNELSWORTH case, 
the TAYLOR case, the death of former President KENNEDY and 
threats against President JOHNSON. / /' 

He then goes on to describe the mass meeting attended 
by Mr. and Mrs. LENEER as being some kind of kangaroo court 
which placed the death sentence on her. He will not go into 
this matter, but Mr. COOPER or "BOBBY KENNEDY" can tell the 
President how she died. 

It is possible that the "Judge CHANNELSWORTH" referred 
to by WALTON is Judge CURTIS EUGENE CHILLINGSWORTH, West Palm 
Beach, Florida, who together with his wife, MARJORIE CHILLINGS- 
WORTH, was abducted and murdered June 15, 1955. * 
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The second letter reads as follows:

"I dont contend that every thing said in this tape 
recording TUT correct but it is dost enought to tell the 
necessary story.

In the tape enclosed with the above letter, WALTON 
gives the same address and begins with no introductory 
remarks, but it appears the tape is directed to an unknown , v 
Senator. WALTON states: 
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He was visited this week by two FBI agents with 
regard to a petition for Mr. HOOVER* 8 resignation and in 
connection, he desired to discuss the Wilmore, Kentucky/ . 
bank robbery, which happened about five years ago. This i® * ' ? 
not the first case he had reason to investigate J. EDGAR HOOVER 
about. The investigation of the FBI began immediately after 
"Mr. LONG" was kidnapped and run into Texas to be held in a 
mental institution without legal recourse. Checks and balances 
are reeded between the CIA and the FBI. There are lots of 
good criminology students available and they have to remove 
Mr. HOOVER to modify the system. Mr. HOOVER did not use 
road blocks in the Wilmore bank robbery and they should have 
been used. The State airplane was not used and he, WALTON, 
was not notified that a bank robbery occurred. The robbers ' 
were finally caught by two Quaker preachers and because Mr. - 
HOOVER did not charge the robbers with the bank robbery 
offense, he, WALTON, is ashamed of his home town. 

He gives disjointed accounts about his displeasure 
about the issuance of license plates in Tallahassee, Florida, 
and ties this in with the fact that there is no office of 
narcotics agents in Louisville, Kentucky, which is the direct 
fault of Mr. HOOVER. He then mentions a court case being 
prepared to get Mr. HOOVER’s resignation, which will be 
handled by men trained in criminology and law. This is also 
mentioned along with the fact that there is a good jail in 
Fayette County, but they do not want to pay for federal 
prisoners to be kept there. "They" are not further identified. 

WALTON then maligns Attorney General KENNEDY for 
having spent four years trying to get JIMMY HOFFA and finally 
winning a jury tampering case and not realizing he won it. He 
says he would have liked to have seen KENNEDY make the grade 
as an attorney, since he likes the KENNEDY boys, and had 
promised the late JOHN F. KENNEDY that he would make an 
attorney out of BOBBY KENNEDY, but he can see no hope for 
him now. 

WALTON said that if there is to be any progress in 
law enforcement, we will have to remove Mr. HOOVER frora^ 
office. "We have people trained to fill each man's position 
in the FBI, including Mr. IIOOVER's." More action is needed 
in the FBI and the organization has to be ''remodified." 


WALTON states that President JOHNSON has some 
religious conflicts and he has mentioned this to JOHNSON. 
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He then says If "we are elected , I won't be President, but , . 

I'll be in the Attorney General's office next year and you 
might jist as well face the fact.” 

He closes by asking the Senator to whom he addressed 
the tape to take It to Mr. JOHNSON and then to Chief Justice • 
WARREN with a request to "let's get this resignation for 
HOOVER started."

During the course of contact, he claimed Attorney General 
ROBERT KENNEDY was financially interested in this company, but 
had been discouraged from investing money in same by J. EDGAR 
HOOVER, Director of the FBI. 

On May 7, 1964, WALTON was interviewed at his 
residence, 3207 SW 15th Avenue, Ft. Lauderdale. 

WALTON related that he had invented an aircraft 
that was self-powered and could stay in the air for 30 
days without having to land. He exhibited the parts of 
his invention that were obviously not workable. , 

WALTON stated that he was having a prospectus 
drawn up on his aicraft. In this connection, he mentioned 
that he had attempted to have Attorney General ROBERT , 

KENNEDY invest money in his aircraft, but the Attorney 
General had been discouraged from doing so by J. EDGAR 
HOOVER, Director of the FBI. 

WALTON explained that this was done when Mr. 

HOOVER publicly warned the public against swindlers who 
might entice people into investing and purchasing stock 
in illegitimate ventures. He was convinced that Mr. HOOVER 
was directing his comments at him, and had discouraged 
individuals, including Mr. KENNEDY, from purchasing stock „ 
in his aircraft. : iry\ 
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WAI/TON pointed out that he hae written to former '*§M0% n 
presidents and the current president# as well as leading* 
political figures# concerning his invention and his interest.' 'WBU:- 
in politics. He expressed no animosity towards any of these 
people. ' _ \ \ 

WALTON claimed he possessed no firearms# but 
did admit that When he was 17 years of age he was arrested 
for malicious shooting in Kentucky. This involved him in 
shooting a Mormon preacher in the foot# the preacher 
having objected to his going with the preacher's daughter. 

He claimed he served a Jail sentence of one year before 
being pardoned by the Governor of Kentucky. He stated the 
gun used in the shooting belonged to his brother. 

The files of the Pt. Lauderdale# Florida# Police 
Department reflected that WALTON was fingerprinted as an 
applicant # Number C4594# on November 21# 1936# in connection 
with his employment as a dishwasher. The files contained no 
return Which indicated he had no criminal record^ with the 
Identification Division of the FBI. f-c.t Li —

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At the conclusion of the interview, WALTON stated 
he now realizes that Mr. HOOVER was not personally referring 
to him and he apologized for having made reference to him. ■r.Jfr'y'-.. 
He stated that there would be no repetition of this in the 
future. By the same token, he stated he realized that in v 

the event he were to have people invest in illegitimate 
schemes proposed by him, he could possibly be subjected to 
criminal prosecution.

of President KENNEDY. He advised that he has not received 
any of these messages or visions since the assassination. 

WILSON advised he desired to bring this matter to 
the attention of the FBI for information. He advised that 
he now feels that if he had made this information available

MENDOZA stated he is not involved in any activity 
for the purpose of overthrowing the Mexican Government or any 
other government, and, in fact, has great respect for the 
current government in Mexico.

MENDOZA stated he does not belong to any organization 
connected with Mexican nationals or any other individuals 
who are interested in overthrowing the current Mexican Government 
or any other government.

On July 6, 1964, Mr. James Wiley Loudcrmilk, 
Arkoma, Oklahoma, advised that in January, 1964, he and 
one Jamcs-"Christian of Arkoma. Oklahoma, were in Long 
Beach, California, out of work. 
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/:s*;3s£9r *?»'*- . -. />..* - - . v ^ 

They were traveling in a 1958 Plymouth, the property.^|pfi|i 
of Loudermilk. When unable to obtain employment in Long Beacn^l^lpi^ 
they traveled in this same vehicle to the home of Louis dSMu nn 
an aunt of Loudermilk* s, 211 North Kauffman, Seagoville, Texas, 

At Seagoville they lived at the home of Mrs, Munn and obtained 
employment with the Wolf -Denning Ladder Corporation at .-*■ 

Seagoville where they both were employed until April 1, 1964, 
when Loudermilk resigned after some differences arose between 
Loudermilk and his foreman, Adrian Thornton, Loudermilk 
returned to Arkoma, Oklahoma. James Christian remained in the 
employment of the Wolf-Denning Ladder Company at Scagoville, 

Approximately the middle of April,. 1964. Loudermilk 
returned to Dallas, Texas, Via bus. At the time he stepped off ' 
the bus in Dallas, he became very ill and passed out on the ••;•;. ■ • 

street. He was taken to the Baylor Hospital in Dallas by a : 
passing taxi driver, remained in the hospital for a period 
of one week, and was released. 


After Loudermilk*s release from the hospital he went 
to the Dallas Tent and Awning Company where he obtained 
employment, his time of entry on duty being the following 
Monday, Loudermilk worked for the* Dallas Tent and Awning Company 
until Wednesday, June 24, 1964, and while so employed resided 
at the Hill Hotel, Room 5, 911 Haskell Street in Dallas. When 
he resigned from the Tent and Awning Company on June 24, 1964 , 
he returned to Arkoma, Oklahoma, where he has been residing .. . 7 w 
since. 

Loudermilk claimed he had been arrested only one . 
time, in 1960 when he, along with one Frankie Ross of Fort 
Smith, Arkansas, was arrested and paid a $25 fine for taking 
coins from a Coca-Cola machine in Fort Smith, 

He said that approximately the latter part of May 
or the first of June, 1964, which was about three weeks 
before he left Dallas to return to Arkoma, Oklahoma, he met 
one David^Wass in the El Dorado Lounge, located in the 1000 Block 
Haskell Street in Dallas. During this three week period they 
visited on several occasions at the El Dorado Bar and also swam 
together in the pool connected with the apartment where Wass ; ‘W.L 
was residing. He stated that one night when both were very drunk, 
he had stayed at the apartment with WASS. .

Loudermilk stated that his conversations with Wass 
were general and concerned* no particular topic. He did 'recall 
however, that on an occasion or two they did discuss 'the 
assassination of President John F. Kennedy, but only in a “.7 r . \'7' 
general way and from what they had read in the papers, not froin 
actual knowledge. He said he did remember that during one of ; •»••':? • 

their conversations someone in the crowd at the bar remarked,^ ;><j. 
M I wonder who is going to shoot Jack Ruby." He could not remember * 
the name of the individual who made this remark, but described 
him as a large, fat man whom they had met at the lounge, an 
individual who claimed he had been a member of a Syndicate in'X^^r' 
and around Dallas. He did not identify the Syndicate or any ’'X.:: 
alleged members of a Syndicate. Loudermilk claimed he saw 
this man on only one or two occasions, each time at the lounge, v ,.: 
He claimed that on another occasion he did hear this unidentified • • - 
fat man talk about a magazine article he. had read in the Saturday 
Evening Post, an article indicating that the associates of James 
Hof fa might try to kill Bobby Kennedy. To the best of his 
memory, this was the only mention of Bobby Kennedy, and at no 
time did he recall hearing anyone remark that there had been 
any intent by anyone to kill Bobby-jJCpnnedy. : 


Loudermilk advised that while he could not identify 'XX 
the. fat man at the lounge, one FrethSirown, an employee at the - 
El Dorado Lounge, would probably be able to furnish the name - 
and employment of the fat man in question. /-/XaX'X 

He said he was not acquainted with a Franc is7t>olden \ 
or any person named Colletti; however, on one occasion, Wass 
asked him if he would get rid of Colletti for Wass. He told 
Wass that he did not even know the man. Wass then tried to 
get him to go to Port Arthur, Texas, with him, but Loudermilk ' 
refused. During the remainder of the evening, Loudermilk said 
that Wass continued his efforts to get Loudermilk to get rid 
of Colletti, but at no time was an offer made by either party. 

He said the reason Wass wanted Colletti eliminated was never 
explained in detail, but it was in regard to a beating Colletti : 
allegedly gave Wass in Port Arthur, Texas. 

1 Loudermilk denied that he is or ever has been a member 

of any type of Syndicate in Dallas or anywhere else. To the 
best of his knowledge, he had never discussed a Syndicate with 'W 
anyone. ; 
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Loudermilk added that he did remember that* the 


man at the lounge on one occasion remarked that JacIRTrlHiby 
a member of a Syndicate; that the Syndicate probably would H 
get rid of Ruby, as the act of Ruby would leave a black mark on 
the Syndicate. Loudermilk claimed that at no time did he know 
what the fat man was talking about. . • y 

In regard tol Bill/4layden, Jr., Loudermilk stated that 
he met Hayden in Baylor Hospital, Hayden being a patient there '. 
during the same period that Loudermilk was confined, an • 
acquaintanceship of only one week. His only contact wi th : C : ^M0; 
Hayden since had been by telephone when, a,t the request of • - 
Hayden, he, Loudermilk, assisted one BillMCaters, a friend of J 
Hayden, in obtaining employment at the Dallas Tent and Awning 
Company. In turn, Loudermilk was going to request that Hayden ;/>S 
assist David Wass in obtaining employment. He said this was 
his only association with and knowledge of Hayden; that he had . 7 777 
no knowledge that Hayden might be a member of s Syndicate; that * 
at no time had Hayden mentioned a Syndicate. He said he does *j 
not know the address or place of employment of Hayden but, 
while, they were together in the hospital, Hayden had told him 
he, Hayden, was a Certified Public Accountant operating' his own , ; 
firm in Dallas. He said Hayden is a man approximately 40 to 45 
years of age. . 

Loudermilk denied that he had ever carried a badge of 
any type; denied any knowledge of a Syndicate operating in the 
vicinity of Dallas, Texas, and denied knowledge of the assassina- . 
tion of President Kennedy, other than what he had read in various 
newspapers, and heard on radio and television. He added that at

Alabama.: She said that the /( wife. of4jLAKES T^tlJRAYE, 1701 
Patterson Street, Tuskegee Institute, AlabamaTl had admitted 
to her In November, 1963 that she,£Mrs. DRAY£?J had planned 
the assassination of President KENNEDY, and that shp had 
done so to make It appear that her brother-in-law./ Dr. EDWARD 
T rr^DRA YETI also of Tuskegee Institute, Alabama, had been the 
assassin. She said that ^AMES T. DRAYEJalso admitted this to 
her, but advised that In order not to lose his wife he had 
covered up all of the evidence of the plot. 

She advised that/Mrs. DRAyS was a nurse and worked 
either at (JOHN ANDREW Hospital or the Veterans Administration 
Hospital, both at Tuskegee r) Alabama. She requested that the 
Federal Bureau Of Investigation question all persons concerned 
and use truth serum on them. 

Also, on June 30, 1964, Special Agent DAN 0. STEPHENS 
at Montgomery, Alabama received a telephone call fron^Mrs. JAMES

She informed that she was approaching 
a "permanent helpless state" and needed brain surgery. She 
wanted the Federal Bureau Of Investigation to recommend a 
neurologist, or a brain surgeon. When informed by Special 
Agent ROBB that he could make no such recommendation, she 
requested permission from the Federal Bureau Of Investigation 
to contact a brain surgeon. She was told that this permission 
was not necessary, but she repeated for approximately fifteen 
minutes that she was approaching a "permanent helpless state" 
and felt that the Federal Bureau Of Investigation should help 
her contact a brain surgeon. * 

On July 7, 1964, Miss EUGENIA .JOYCE WILLIAMS*, . . 

807 Washington Avenue, Tuskegee, Alabama, was interviewed at 
Tuskegee, Alabama by Special Agent RONALD L. McLANAHAN in - 
the presence of her_motherj Mrs. CORRIE WILLIAMS, and sister,-- 





Mins LOIS WILLIAMS. She Stated that she was first married to 
JAMES R. BLACK, and was later married to JAMES T. BRAY, of 
Tuskegee, Alabama. She said that she had made numerous ’’ 

telephone calls to the Federal Bureau Of Investigation under 
the name of Mrs. JAMES R. BLACK,. 

She told of being contacted by Attorney General 
ROBERT KENNEDY and Senator TED KENNEDY at her home shortly - , 

.after the assassination of President JOHN F. KENNEDY. She 
claimed that they told her they knew she had participated in J. 
a plot to assassinate President KENNEDY, and that her husband, 
JAMES T, BRAY, was aware of same. She said that she had heard 
. her name mentioned over the radio and television, being 
accused of being responsible for President KEJJNEDY's death, — 
She said that, obviously, it was the preeentQjrs. JAKES V. BRAY 
they were referring to, and not to her. She made the numerous 
telephone calls, as she wanted people to know that she did 
not have anything to do with the death of President KENNEDY. 

On July 7# 1964,' Mrs. CORRIE WILLIAMS, 807 Washington 
Avenue, Tuskegee, Alabama, advised that she had not known 
that her daughter, EUGENTA, had' been making these telephone 
calls. She said that EUGENIA JOYCE WILLIAMS has been mentally 
ill for the past fourteen years, and she had been a patient 
at South Oakes Mental Hospital, Amityville, New York, in 1961, 
and she is presently under psychiatric treatment. She said 
that EUGENIA appeared normal at times. She has been under the 
care of Dr. CHARLES R. F. BEALL, Psychiatrist, Atlanta, 

Georgia, for the past few years. She said that EUGENIA has 
never been married, and she does not know why EUGENIA chose 
to make accusations againstJSlr. and Mrs. JAMES T. BRAY,J other 
than the fact that^r. BRAYJworks at the VAH in Tuskegee, 
Alabama, where EUGENIA worked as a typist for a few months in 
around 1956 . 

She stated that her daughter is not dangerous, and 
she will try to prevent her from making any further telephone 
calls concerning this matter. 


She advised that EUGENIA JOYCE WILLIAMS is a Negro - 
female, and that EUGENIA was born on February 4, 1930 at 
Birmingham, Alabama.

Knable contacted the Bureau on 5-9-64, at which time he 
stated he knew who killed President Kennedy. He refused ■*? 
to give any further information and he rambled considerably 
during the conversation describing himself as a "one man 
army." He has made such allegations that he was going to.; K 
have two judges impeached, but he did not identify these,*'

He also stated he was going to furnish an "Op£n 
Letter to America," the substance of which would be that* 
the late President was assassinated by Jack Ruby, a 
communist and twin brother of Bobby Baker.., . 

The information concerning Knable was furnished 
to U. S. Secret Service and they advised us Knable is 
well known to them over a long, period of .years.

Reference is made to letter from Mr. Rankin of the President's 
Commission dated July 16, 1964, requesting that the original tapes and certain radio 
broadcasts be obtained from the Dallas Police Department. It is noted a copy of 
this letter was sent to Chief of Police Jesse E. Curry in Dallas and to Attorney • 
General Waggoner Carr of the State of Texas'. . 


SAC Shanklin advised in late^ after noon of 7/20/64 that while making 
arrangements with Chief of Police Curry to obtain the desired tapes in order to 
comply with the Commission's request, Chief Curry stated he had been requested 
by Attorney General Waggoner Carr to obtain a copy from the FBI of whatever 
information the Bureau was compiling to be given to the President's Commission. 


SAC Shanklin stated that inasmuch as the President's Commission 
letter of 7/16/64 had been sent to Waggoner Carr, he thought there would probably 
be no objection to this but before doing so desired to clear the matter with the 
Bureau in order that it could be discussed with the President's Commission. 

Mr. Shanklin submitted a teletype dated 7/20/64 setting out full details concerning 
this matter.

Mr. Rankin was telephonically contacted on the morning of 7/21/64 
concerning this matter. He questioned Malley as to whether the Bureau saw . 
any objections to Carr receiving this material. Malley advised Rankin that this 's 
was strictly a decision for the President's Commission and that we would comply 
with the wishes of the Commission. Mr. Rankin was advised the only possibility 
of any difficulty arising might be that in the event, while reviewing the tape of 
radio transmissions, we discovered variances from that which had been previously 
recorded by the Dallas Police Department. Mr. Rankin slated that if there were 
no variances in the transcript when it was prepared by the Bureau there would be 
no objection to a copy being made available to State Attorney General Carr. He 
stated that if a serious variance should be noted, then he would appreciate being 
advised of full information concerning the variance and he would decide what ,actiQn 
should be taken.

Hlllcm says that he had 
been in the care of the Dr. Osternann since February, 1963. 

Be states that previously he bad undergone two operations 
which had exauBted him physically and psychologically; in 
addition, "a woman who had left bln In a fix played a 
role." Billmrn says that his brother therefore arranged 
•an appointment with Dr, Ostermann. Be says that he, however, 
"stood above the situation and also above Dr. Ostermansr 
that Dr. Ostersam "vas not up to him" as a doctor and* 
could find no Means of treating .bin; therefore, he wanted 
to commit him to the clinic.

This equipment 
was purchased by the Dallas Police Department in the early 
1950's. It was noted that these discs are badly worn from 
* being played. In many places# the discs ship and portions of 
the messages are garbled. 

On July 21# 1964# Lieutenant .D*H. -GASSETT « Platoon Commander# 
Dallas Police Department# advised that on November 22# 1963# 
between the hours of lOtOO A.M. and 3:00 P.M.# three radio 
dispatchers were on duty at the Dallas Police Department at the J 
same time. He stated that two dispatchers handled Channel 1# 
each worKing an opposite side of the radio console Which 
separated one dispatcher from the sight of the other. On this 
radio console# above each dispatcher# are a series of Knobs with 
a unit number assigned to each Knob. The purpose of the Knobs 
is to indicate which units are "in service" and vhlch units are 
■out of service." Upon being contacted by any of the units the 
dispatcher# in addition to replying to the unit calling# adjusts \* 
the Knob relating to the unit calling# to either the "in service" 
or "out of service” position. 

The third radio dispatcher's position is located at 
one end of the radio console. This position is for the Channel 
2 dispatcher. Channel 2 Is usually used only When a special ; 
situation is anticipated# as was the case on November 22# 1963#—— 
during the Presidential motorcade. This relieves the volume o£ ~~~ 



radio traffic on Channel 1 and permits those dispatchers to 
handle other traffic with greater ease. 


Lieutenant GASSETT advised that each dispatcher has 
a time stamp clock before him and pointed out these clocks 
are not synchronized. He demonstrated by simultaneously time 
stamping a blank piece of paper* using two of the clocks. It 
was noted that one clock stamped the time as lit 16 A.M. and 
that the other clock stamped the time as lit 17 A.M. He stated 
this would explain a time element variation between Channel 1 
and Channel Sfc. He further pointed out that the position of 
the hands on the clock appear different* depending on the angle 
of sight from vfalch one is looking at the clock. He stated a 
short person would have a different angle of sight than a tall 
person. LLeiienant GASSETT stated this quite probably could 
explain the time element variation of the shooting of Officer 
J. D. TIPPIT with the Channel 1 entry Indicating the approxi- 
mate time as 1*16 P.M. and the Channel 2 entry indicating the 
approximate time as 1*18 P.M. * 

Lieutenant GASSETT also pointed out that the infor- 
mation relating to the shooting of Officer TIPPIT was broadcast 
to the Dallas Police Department on Channel 1 by a citizen using 
Officer TIPPIT *s police car radio* vfoich is a different radio 
frequency than Channel 2.

Reference Commission's letter to Director dated 8-10-64 
requesting assistance in effectively preparing a visual aid for use

Lewis EdWard Berry, Jr., 2607 Leek Street, Houston# 
Texas, was interviewed on July 29, 1964, and furnished the 


following Information: 


Berry was bom December 17, 1938, at Houston# 
Texas, Is presently unemployed and is a senior law student . 
at the University of Houston. He served in the U. S. Air 
Force from 1956 until i960, having Serial Number 17,472,503. 

Berry was apprised of the FBI's investigative 
jurisdiction in the internal security and related fields 
and stated he would be glad to furnish any information de- 
sired concerning his past activities. 

Berry was questioned as to whether he has orga- 
nized, has attempted to organize, or has made statements > 
that he was attempting to organize any group designed to 
take action against the U, S. Government or any government . 
officials. He replied that he has not organized and has ^ ~ 
never actually attempted to organize any such group, nor 
is he aware of any such group in existence at Houston or 
elsewhere. Berry stated he has made numerous statements . : 
while engaged in political discussions to the effect that 
the time might come In the future when it would be necessary 
for citizens to take up arms, but these statements were all 
of a general nature and did not anticipate any specific 
action in the foreseeable future. Berry was questioned as % 
to whether he was in favor of the basic public policy 
decisions in the United States being made through regular.!^ 
democratic processes through existing government channels r 
or if he believed direct action on the part of dissatisfied T 
citizens was justified. He replied that in general he 
belleves in and desires to follow the normal democratic 

- , - . v: '• 
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processes, but he does not believe that all policies of the ~ 

Government must necessarily be followed in the future Just 
because such policies are supported by the majorities* He 
stated while it would be desirable to have all public policy 
changed by majority rule, he believes there has been "slip- 
page" along this line in that the Government of the United . 

States from time to time pursues policies which result in r 

oppressing minorities and majorities against their will* 

He stated he believes the basic problem in the United States 
is the broad voting base which permits people with very 
little or no property to vote and make up the majority, when 
they actually, in his opinion, have no right to vote. He 
stated under this system it is too easy for a demagogue to 
control the mass of the voters and thereby obtain policies 
which are actually against their best interests. He was 
asked if he could define an educated person in this context 
by any other method than to consider a person was educated 
if he agreed with his (Berry* s) particular beliefs. Berry ' 
replied that he did not mean that, but simply that he felt 
a person should have at least a high school education and 
possibly should be worth at least $10,000 before he should 
be permitted to vote. - 

Berry was questioned as to whether he had ever 
made a statement to the general effect that if Robert Kennedy 
should be elected to office in the future there would be no 
need for another Oswald inasmuch as he would do that Job. 

Berry replied he would not deny he had made such statements, 
but that in making them he did not mean that he would 
literally kill Robert Kennedy but merely that this would be 
an indication our government had gone so far in a direction - : • 

he did not approve that the time would be reached when > r - ^ 

direct action would be necessary. 

Berry was questioned as to whether he felt that 
he or any other individual in disagreement with a particular 
administration would be Justified in organizing direct action 
against such government, even though he was convinced that ' \_ v .; 
the vast majority of the people were in favor of the policies 
of such government. Berry replied that he believed the area 
of public government action was very limited and that the i 

people "do not have a right" to adopt certain policies even - : 

though such policies are adopted through open and genuine ’ • • 
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democratic processes* He stated for instance that If the 
people of the United States - should decide to elect a 

/ 'socialist as President, he would feel that the government 
had proceeded beyond a reasonable point and that he and 
bother like-thinking citizens would then have a right to 
V act outside the legal area in/ order to stop it* He stated 
he considered that such extx^egal^action would even^ • 
include murder if no other meana^aj^available . — 

With respect to the reports that he had been 
connected with some organization. Berry stated he had never 
told anyone he felt the time was now to start such an organi- 
zation to act outside the law, and in fact he believes it is 
certainly not time for such action now and he has hopes that 
Senator Barry Goldwater will be elected President, in which 
case it might never become necessary* 

Berry was questioned as to whether he had ever 
made any statements to the effect that if Senator Goldwater • 
should not be elected there would be civil riots throughout 
the United States, and if so what groups or individuals he 
felt would organize such riots. Berry replied he has fre- 
quently stated that if Goldwater should not be elected there 
would be civil riot3 but he did not mean to indicate there 
would be large-scale riots or that they would be country- ,• 
wide. He stated he based this opinion on various remarks 
and opinions he had heard expressed by various people who 
have stated they would be "angry" if Goldwater were defeated, 
but he was unaware of any individual or group which was plan- 
ning to organize for any such action. Berry stated in fact 
he feels that such action would be extremely unwise and 
against the interests of the ultra-conservatives inasmuch - 
as it would result in more sympathy for the moderate ana - 
liberal groups. Berry voluntarily stated if he should hear 
in the future of any plan for any such activity he would 
report it to the FBI* 

With respect to possible action against Cuba# 

Berry stated he had never been involved in or had knowledge.;, 

of any group engaged in planning actions against Cuba and - 

he could not recall ever having implied to anyone that he 
was involved in such activities* 


■ • i ' 
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Berry was questioned as tcu any knowledge he might • 
have of the organization known as the >»v! Hlnut emen e " H e 
stated to the best of his knowledge he raur never" met any 
member of the organization, although it impossible he has 
met such members without knowing it. He stated he did not 
share the view attributed to this group that the takeover 
of the United States by the communists was imminent, although 
he believed there were many communists well placed in our 
Government. 


Berry was advised of the PBI*8 interest in learning * 
the identity of any Communist Party members in the U. S. 
Government and was informed that if he could furnish any 
factual information whatever tending to identify any Govern- 
ment employee as a communist, he could be 'sure that the FBI 
would initiate an immediate and thorough investigation of 
that matter. Berry then stated that in fact he had no In- 
formation whatever to indicate that any Communist Party 
member was employed by the U. S. Government. 

\V I 

The name of Stanleyx£oland. was mentioned to Berry* 
and he replied he wa3~well* acquainted with Toland who had 
recently "flunked out" of law schobl.at the University of ' 
Houston and had returned to Dallas. »qrry stated he had 
resided in the Toland residence in Dallas a few months ago 
when he went to Dallas for the Republican State Convention. 
Berry was asked if he had ever heard Toland or any other 
person claim to have personal knowledge of the assassination 
of President Kennedy, He replied he had heard Toland state 
that he (Toland) had heard there were some right-wing groups 
involved and that Toland had also made some mention of the 
employment of hypnotism in connection with the assassination. 

He stated, however, that knowing Toland frequently makes 
wild statements in order to gain attention and interest, he * 
has learned it is very difficult to determine when Toland is # 
speaking seriously and when he is Joking. He stated he has 
decided that Toland was not serious when he made reference \ 
to "right-wing groups" being connected with the assassina- 
tion and he has learned to take everything Toland says . > 
"with a grain of salt." Berry acknowledged that Toland '• 
had "tossed around" such names as H. L. Hunt, General Edwin - - 
Walker, and Lamar Hunt with the implication that those in- < 
dividuals may have had some connection with the assassination.^ 
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Berry stated, however, that although the above Individuals 
are probably known as being very conservative and opposed 
to the late President Kennedy, he doubts seriously that 
Toland has ever met any of them or that Toland has any 
actual knowledge that they were involved. 

Berry denied he knew of any person or group of 
persons in Houston or elsewhere who had ever collected or 
stored away any guns or other weapons in anticipation of 
their use against constituted authority. 

V. \/ * 

With respect to JamefcAParrott, -Berry stated he 
met Parrott in about 1959 or 1960*dJi connection with his 
work with the Harris County Young Republicans. He stated 
Parrott has a "personality problem" and had been discharged 
from the U. S. Air Force for psychiatric reasons. Berry 
stated that Parrott feels very strongly about the liberal 
trend in government, but he certainly does not feel that 
Parrott is a dangerous person. Berry stated that Parrott 
seems to have a preoccupation or fear of what he refers to ; 
as the "conspiracies" and he has’ no doubt that Parrott may 
have expressed approval of the removal of President Kennedy 
from office. He stated Parrott is the type of person who . 
makes irresponsible remarks and may well have stated in the 
past he would shoot someone if necessary, but in fact he - 
believes Parrott would not take such action and that his t 
remarks are innocuous. •- "’X/ 

Berry recalled in connection with H. x>^Hunt, 
whom he referred to as a wealthy Fort Worth man, tH^t Toland 
once stated that H. L. Hunt held the number one membership 
card in the American Nazi Party. Berry stated he considered 
this as just another remark of Toland and he had no reason 
to believe it to be factual. 

Berry stated he wanted to make it clear that his 
remarks about citizens taking direct action were not meant „ 
to mean that a citizen under present conditions would be 
Justified in direct action, but he was merely referring to — 
the traditional concept of the "right of revolution" which--, 
has always been considered by political philosophers as 
being one of the rights of man. He stated he certainly did-i 
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not think the United States was anywhere near a situation /* v 
in which a person would be Justified in invoking this right 
of revolution, and he hoped that point would never be . 
reached. Berry stated he certainly did not approve of the . 
assassination of President John F. Kennedy, and if he 
should ever hear in the future of any plan or plot to 
assassinate President Johnson, he would certainly report 
that natter to the FBI.

Mr, Underwood repeated what be had told Federal Bureau of ' 
Investigation Agents on June 11, 1964, that he could not be positive 
the mark was made by a ricocheting bullet, but appeared to him that • 
it could have been, based on knowledge acquired by him while in the 
military service. He further stated it was definitely a mark on the 
curb and not a nick in the curb. He repeated that' the concrete was 
not broken and that the mark appeared to have possibly been made 
recently, but be could not judge how much time had passed since the 
mark was made when be took the photographs of it. . 
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Hr, Underwood stated that prior to taking the photographs * 
he set Tom Dillard, a Photographer for "The Dallas Morning Have 9 m f. 
near the entrance to the Dallas County Jail, aid had told Dillard 
about the information he had received from the Deputy Sheriff about : 
the mark on the curb. Dillard indicated he would possibly also take 
a still photograph of this mark. 

On July 15, 1964, Tom C. Dillard, residence, 7022 Merrilee 
Lane, Dallas, Texas, a Photographer for "The Dallas Morning News," 
advised that on the morning of Hovember 23, 1963, while at the Dallas '* 
County Jail entrance, he had received information from James Underwood, 
a Newsman for KitLD-TV, to the effect there was a mark on the curb on 
the south side of Main Street near the triple underpass. Underwood 
bad told Dillard that the mark was possibly made by a bullet. Later ^ 'v'r 
during the afternoon of November 23, 1963, Dillard, using a Mamlyaf lex - - 
120 Camera, took a picture of a mark on the curb on the south side of 
Main Street about twenty feet east of the triple underpass. Dillard 
stated he was of the opinion the mark very possibly could have been 
made by a ricocheting bullet and that it had been recently made.

Mr. Dillard was shown a photograph of a mark on the curb 
with a hand holding a pencil pointing toward the mark. He identified _ 
this photograph as a copy of the one he had taken on the afternoon 
of November 23, 1963. 

Mr. Dillard stated he definitely recalls it was a mark on 
the curb rather than a nick in tho curb and the concrete was not ■' 

broken or chipped. 

. On July 15, 1964, two Special Agents of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, accompanied by Tom C. Dillard, a Photographer for ’ . 
"The Dallas Morning News," and James Underwood, a Newsman for KRLD-TV, V 
went to the area approximately twenty feet east of the triple under- 
pass' and on the south side of Main Street. Through the use of the 
same camera used by Mr. Underwood on November 23, 1963, and by - 
aligning three reference points in a photograph of the TSBD taken by r‘

ascertained the mark observed and photographed by Mr. Underwood and ... 

Mr. Dillard bad been at a point on the curb twenty-one feet and 
eleven and one-half Inches east of a point where Main Street passes-' 
under the triple underpass. This same point where the mark had been . 
observed by Mr. . Underwood and Mr. Dillard was seventy-three feet and - 
five inches west of the first lamp post on the south side of Main 
Street, which lamp post is the first one located east from the triple

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The area on the curb from this point for a distance of ten' 
feet in either direction was carefully checked and it vas ascertained 
there vas no nick in the curb in the checked area, nor vas any mark

Reference points in the photograph taken by Mr. Underwood : 
used to locate this point were a lamp post located in the right of ~ 
the photograph, which appears to be midway between two buildings, a 
lamp post located on the north side of Elm Street, which is in line* 
with the third row of windows from the southwest corner of the TSBD, 
and which face south, and a traffic sign located on the left side of

It should be noted that no nick or break in the concrete * 
vas observed, in the area checked, nor was there any mark similar to j 
the one in the photographs taken by Underwood and Dillard observed' 
in the area checked either by the Special Agents, by Hr, Underwood, 
or by Hr, Dillard. It should be noted that, since this mark was 
observed on November 23, 1963, there have been numerous rains, which 
could have possibly washed away such a mark and also that the area 
is cleaned by a street cleaning machine about once a week, which 
would also wash away any such mark.

Mr. Rankin advised several questions had been raised relative to the palm • ,• 
print found on the barrel of the assassination rifle located on the portion of the 
barrel which was attached to the wooden foregrip of the rifle. Mr. Rankin stated 
as he understood the matter the palm print located on the rifle barrel had been 
located by Lieutenant Day of the Dallas Police Department and had been lifted from 
the rifle by Lieutenant Day. He noted that the Dallas Police Department made no 
mention of this latent palm print for a number of days following the assassination. 

He commented that on November 23, the day following the assassination, Chief of 
Police Curry, when questioned by news media, answered that fingerprints had been 
found and when asked further questions about identification stated the rifle had been 
forwarded to the FBI Laboratory. On Sunday, November 24, District Attorney 
Henry Wade, when questioned before news media, made the statement that a palm 
print had been found. Mr. Rankin states that based on the information made available 
to the Commission the existence of this palm print was not volunteered to the

She noted that the latter photo- 
graph is the better likeness of her deceased husband. Mrs. 
Tippit stated that shp has no additional good photographs of 
her husband as he had always neglected having a studio photo- 
graph made of himself. 

Mrs. Tlpplt advised that Bernard Welssman Is unknown 
to her# and she / does not recall her husband ever having 
mentioned his name or having known such an individual. 

On December 16, 1963. Ga vie, M ^JElPBlfc* Detective# 
Special Service Bureau, Dallas. Police Department# advised that 
he first began working for the Dallas Police Department in 
1950# and soon thereafter# he met Jack Ruby, who was at that 
time operating the Silver Spur Night Club at 1717 South Ervay# 
In Dallas. Tlpplt was assigned to this area# and it was his 
duty periodically check the Silver Spur# which was a 
combination dance hall and beer tavern. During this period of 
time# he became very well acquainted with Jack Ruby. He noted 
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that Ruby acted aa hla own bouncer and would forcibly expel 
anyone who caueed trouble at the club* Ruby waa very 
friendly and helpful to the patrolling officers and requested 
no special favors of the officers* 

In subsequent years Gayle Tippit had occasion to 
contact Ruby while the latter was operating the Vegas Club j. 
and the Carousel Club although his contacts^ in recent yeaj 
have been infrequent. Tippit personally 'had no knowledge of 
any illegal activities on the part of Ruby, such as gambling, 
narcotics or prostitution.

Detective Tippit stated that on November 24, 1963, 
he was on duty on the second floor of the Municipal Building 
at the time Oswald was slain by Ruby. Tippit was in the office 
of the Special Service Bureau and had no opportunity to see 
what was going on in the basement of the building. He did not 
see Ruby on that date. Tippit waa not aware of the security 
plans concerning the transfer of Oswald to the County Jail 
but did note that he had to identify himself to patrolmen on 
duty on the third floor when he had occasion to go to that 
floor on the morning of November 24, 1963.

He inquired as to whether or not the degree of twist 
cotton was regarded as a main characteristic used for comparison^'"'^ 
purposes. SA Stombaugh answered that the twist was a minor

The answer given was that delustered () 
synthetic fibers are those that have been chemically treated to £) 

remove the luster or shine from the fiber. The resulting spots from d 
this chemical action are fairly uniform In size and are used as a & 
major Individual characteristic for comparison purposes, 

Mr, Elsenberg then inquired if the small tuft of cotton 
fibors removed from the butt of the assassination rifle contained 
several different shades of each color. He was told that the gray- 
black and orange-yellow cotton fibers each contained one shade; 
however, the blue cotton fibors contained two different shades of blue.

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He then asked the approximate number of fibers in the 
tuft, whether or not these matched those in Oswald's shirt, and 
whether or not the cotton in this shirt was mercerized. The 
answer was there were six or seven fibers in the tuft. The 
blue fibers matched two of the three shades present in the shirt 
and the gray-black and orange-yellow fibers matched the gray-black 
and orange-yellow fibers present in the shirt. The cotton in the 
shirt was mercerized, the twist of the cotton fibers in both the 
shirt and the tuft from the rifle being fairly uniform.

Mr. Eisenberg then asked how many different shades of 
green cotton fibers were in the blanket (found in Paine's garage) 
and was told approximately seven. He then inquired if the several 
green cotton fragments removed from the paper bag (found near the 
rifle) matched any of these. He was told they matched one of the 
shades. 

He inquired whether or not the delustored brown viscose 
fibers present in the blanket had uniform deluster ing spots. He 
was told the spots varied in size with the various fibers as the 
fibers were of different diameters. However, the brown viscose 
fiber fragment from the paper bag microscopically matched some of 
these fibers in diameter and delustering characteristics. 

Mr. Eisenberg then stated that he had neglected to place 
into evidence the glass microscope slides containing the fibers 
removed from the gun and the paper bag, the hairs removed from 
thp blanket and the known hair samples obtained from Oswald. He 
inquired whether or not these are still available and upon 
receiving an affirmative answer, stated the introduction of these 
would be Included in the affidavit. 

SA Stombaugh is to be contacted by a representative of 
the President's Commission in the near future to obtain his 
signature on the affidavit and to turn over the glass slides for 
evidentiary purposes.'

Engineers of Texas, 2006 South Beckley Avenue, Dallas, 

Texas, advised that BERNARD WEISSMAN worked for this ' * 
company as a carpet salesman from approximately November 6, # 
1963, to November 21, 196?. While working for this company,' 
WEISSMAN was never paid any money as he never made any sales* 
He worked on a commission basis and received no salary 
Whatsoever. 

While Mr. SIEGEL has no employment records to 
specifically cite the exact dates of WEISSMAN* s employment, 
he noted that the beginning date of November 6 , 1963 , is 
based on the date of WEISSMAN *s application, and the last 
date is based on the company's daily appointment sheet, * 
Which shows the last sales appointment for WEISSMAN as being 
on November 21, 1963. 

Regarding the question as to Whether or not 
WEISSMAN was working on Thursday, November 14, 1963, Mr. 
SIEGEL noted that the appointment sheet for salesmen for 
that date indicates that WEISSMAN had an appointment that 
date with one "HOBGOOD" , telephone number FEderal 9-8881. 

No other appointments w^re listed for WEISSMAN on that 
particular date. 

. Mr.. SIEGEL stated that this does not mean 
that WEISSMAN contacted no one else that day, but he

Bureau instructions to Incorporate a true copy of the 
anonymous letter in the letterhead memorandum were discussed 
with SA Robert E, Schoenecker and interpreted to mean that 
an exact copy, or a Xerox, should be attached to the letterhead 
memorandum. It was our erroneous opinion that to quote the 
text of the anonymous letter verbatim did not fulfill specific 
instructions to include a "true copy." 

In future correspondence, diligent attention will be 
given to comply with explicit Bureau instructions. 

It is realized that the nature of this investigation is 
extremely important, and that it is absolutely essential that 
extreme care be given to preparation of such communications. In 
the future, every effort will be made to assure that errors of 
this nature will not recur.

the handwriting of many of the contributors to that columnj 
however, he was unable to furnish any information concerning 
the possible identity of the v/riter of the letter in question. 
Mr. Hancock added that the newspaper as a general rule of 
policy retains all letters received only for a period of seven 
days and then these are destroyed. 

On August 20, 1964 Chief of Police J. Leo Buchmarm, Police
